'•^iiiCB ttlc tPofW abounch m the nobloft M.6^ of fpeculitioir, 
it* is, rnetMnksjthe markcxf a little genius, to be wholly cbnvcrfaiit 
among infefts, repticles, animalcules, and tliofe trifling rarities 
that furni(h out the apartment of a Virtuofo. There arc fome 
men whofe heads are Jo oddly tilrnc.d this way, that, though they 
are utter ftrangers to the common occurrences of life, they are 
able to difcover the fex of a cockle, or defcribe the generation of 
a mit^, in ail its drcuntftatoccs. They afc fo liftJe ^erf«d inr the 
world, ^hat they' fcarcely know a horfe from an ox ; but, at the 
fame time, will tell you, with a great deal of gravity, that si flee 
is a rhitioceros, tfnd a fnail an heitoia'j^hrodh^. I Have known on^ 
of thefe whimlical Philofophers, who has fet a greater value upon 
a collection of fpiders than he . would upon a flock of (heep, 
and have fold hi's coat off his bsick to purchafe^ a tarantula.— 
I would not have a fcholar wholly unacquainted with thef<5f 
fecrets and curiofities of Nature ; but certainly the mind of man, 
that is capabte of fo much higher contemplation, ihould not be 
altogether fixed upon fuch mean and difproporcionate objefts. 
Obfcrvattons of diis kind art apt to alienate us too mucR from 
the knowledge of the world, and to make us ferious upon trifles ; 
l»f which means ihey expofe Philofophy to the ritKcale of the 
Wiuty, And 6ontempt of the ignorant.'* Tatleu, N« zt6^ 
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PR E F A G E. 

BY th/e following Dialogues it is 2Ljfjf^^nu ^at by in- 
duftiy alone a man way get fo much reputatioa, alinoil 
in ^ny profi^0ioiv» as, (ball be fuificient to amufe the worlds 
thou^ he ha^ neither parts nor learning to fuppoit it. 
f i^e penfcwii who makes the chief figure in them has ccr- 
t^inl^ .npxliiog but a bufUing temper to recommend him. ; 
sift^ygt ^^gaiijied fo much upon many people, that they 
wiU f^^^f e believe the evidence ' of their own; (px£^ ; but i^ 
is prqbable that thofe who are not paft cure may no.w be 
updeceived. 

I hf^ve treated him under two cbaraders : as an Author 
ajod am Editor \ la the former I have confidered his own

» Dr. Hans Sloane was the Editor of the " Philofophical 
•* Tran(a6tioQS,"- Crom 'Nov^ 30, 1693, when 1^ entered oa the. 
office of Stecretary, to Nov. 30, 17 iz, when he was fucceeded by 
Dr. Halleyj and the volunnes which were pubhflied in that period 
(though foiue particular treatifes might juftly furnilh a fund of 
ridicule to a Humourift) are monuments of his induftry and 
ingenuity, many of the pieces being written by himfelf. In the 
f:jroc period he published his famous " Catalogus Plantarum," 
which proved another fource of pleafantry in the hands of Dr. 
Kling. — Dr. Sloajac, it is univerfally allowed, was a great F^hy- 
fician and Naturalift, and poilelled many amiable qualities ; 
it is on the fcore only of credulity and *vaniiy, that our Author 
has leveled his attack. — He.vvas born, April 16, 1660, at Killi- 
leagh in Ireland ; but a dcfire of perfefting himfelf in Phyfick 
led him early to London, where he ftudied Botany at the famous 
garden at Chelfea, and clofely attended the public leftures of 
Anatomy and Iliyfick. After four years bard lludy, he went to 
Paris, and fpent a confiderable time in the fame laudable purfuits. 
He returned to London in 1684, ^^ fettle in his profcfTion ; and 
w^S admitted ^ Fellow of the Royal Society in January fol- 
lowing, and'of the Colle^ of Phyficiansjn 1687. The fame ypar 
\\i^ attended tl>e duke of Albemarle to Jamaica, where he made his 
njoll alloniihing coile6lion in the Ihortfpace of fifteen months. He

perfonal capadty : in the other, his judgement in the choice 
pi his friends, and of the difcouries that he publiihes. 

I know it inay be &ld, he writes in a hprry, and has hot 
time to correfl and finifh it* But then who obliges him to 
write at all? what occaGon is there for it ? or what is tho 
life of it } Befides, he publi(bes notes forfboth, ^nd pieces of 
no more than five, fi^^ or perhaps eight lines i and what 
time can there b^ recj aired for the compofal of fuch ? It is 
plain a piaii diat is hirafelf once poflefled of any fqhjed cai|. 
e^prefs it to anpther, if he has but language. If his head 
be clear, and the things rightly digeded in it, there can be 
Ao difficulty in the convcyin;T of them thence. But where 
a man has no real parts, and is mader of only fcraps picked 
up fixun one and from another, or colledted out of this 
book or that, and thefe all in confufion in his head, it is 
pbvious what a Writer he mud needs make. No, pur Tranf. 
a£k]oueer fhould have kept to his old way of buftling, vying 
with Dr. Salipon ^ at au(^ions, muflering up books for a (hew, 

and 

was Secretary to the Royal Society, as wc havf faid, from 1693 tq 
X712; and was freciuently confultcJ as a p^'iician by Queen 
^nne. He was created a baronet, April 3, 171^ ; aod appointed 
phyficiim general to the army. He was chofen Preiidentof the Col- 
lege of Phyiiciant;, Sfpt. 30, 17 19. In 1 72 1, he fettled the Chelfea 
garden on the company of Apotliecaries, on condition only of 
their prcfcnting, yearly, fifty new plants to the Royal Society, till 
the ncimber ihould amount to two thoufand. In 1717, he was 
appointed phyfician in ordinary to king George II ; and the fame 
vcar fuccccded Sir Ifaac Newton as Prefident oFthe Royal Society; 
the duties of which refpe6tablc office he performed till 174O1 
when, at the age oJF fourfcorc, he determined tp retire tq Chelfea { 
where he died, Jan. 11, 1752. His valuable cabinet of rarities he 
bequeathed to the publick, on condition of twenty thoufandpounds 
being made good to his famil}', ihouglii the full coft of it cx^ 
jcccded fifty thpufand. The parliament, ?icccpting iche legacy, 
fulfilled the condirions, by an actpalTcd in 1753 ; and thus laid tnc 
foundation of that invaluable rcpofitory the British Mufcum. 

P Williani Salmon \yas an early pretender to phyfic]c ; whicl^ 
he praftifed, with various fiiccels, for a long courfc of years. 
He publiflied a conUderable number of medical books, the prinr 
cipal of which were his ** Seplafium j" ** Tbe Complete Phy-:

aad of acting by (igns, fcrapeS} and wriggles. Half^fen* 
.tences and broken phrafes, with thefe affifiances, pafled pftity 
well upon fome. Bat he muft appear in prints firipc of 
them, and now all is out ; the world having got at hn^^ 
the true meafure of his abilities. 

. Perhaps it may (cem ftrange^ that 1^ who am no Mcabeif 
of the Rpyal Society, fliould deal {o freely with the peHon 
^nd fome correlpondents of one who is flipped into thf 
poft of Secretary to that iBuJfbious Body. But I am moved 
by the refpedt I hare for Natural Studies, and a fear kaft 
^hofe men who have, made fiich great advances in it, aaS 
thereby gained the applaufe of all the learned world, fhoyfd 
lofe any part of it by the trifling and (hallow managemeot 
of one who wants every qualification that is requifite iJbi^ 
fuch a poft. All who read his ^' TranfadHons,'* either in 
England or beyond the feas, cry out, ^* That the fubjeds which 
f^ he writes on ^re generaUy fo ridiculous and meaq; and ho' 
^.treats of them Co emptily, and in a %le foconfufed and un« 
*^ intelligible, that it is plain he is fo far from an3rureful kauyv* 
"** ledge, that he wants even common grammar.** This is (b 
notorious from every line he has publiihed, that his oi/n 
words will be, the beil proof of what I fay : and I have been 
fo careful in producing them, that I defy him to ihew hd 
IS once mifreprefented. Nay, there is fo little need of that# 
that I challenge any man, with all his art, to imitate dief 
bulls and blunders which he fo naturally pours forth. 

« ficianV* a large «« Herbal" in folio ; and ** Polygraphicc." Ht 
had a great library, which was far more copious thorn n/^biabie t 
and the fame may be faid of his compilations. He was a great 
^vender of mftrums, which was, and is (1111, a much better trade 
than that of book-making. He^ died, wealthy, in the middle of 
December, 1711; and his gre<it Ubrary was (ola by att^ion, by T.

I am forry to fee that excellent Society in any hazard of 
being 'ecHpfed by the wretched gambols of thefe peoiAe. 
Learned Meh abroad have er*r very jultty had a vaft efttem 
for the En^tifli Sotfie^: but I fihd ♦hat now like tb decline $• 
(hey "having to other way of judging of it but by the 
**'Philofophicai Tranfa^Slions/*' The world every where 
lodks on them as a kind df Journal of -the Royal Society, 
though there is no ground for that opinion ; for they were 
begun by Mr. Oldenburg S who all 'along dbclai^d the Royal 
Society were hot concerned in thofe Trahfaflioris, 'but that 
fhey wei-e a work of his own and fotne friends. At 'thiat 
6me they were carried on in fuch a manner, that they met 
every Where with approbation, and were of i^l ufe. But; 
fince this new Secretaiyfliip, all agree a more ufelefs pa|>€r 
no*where appears ; and I wias Concerned that fuch a one 
fhould pafs for a work of the Royal Society. 

It is their vindication that has drawn me to un^rtakethis^ 
and if I can but -difabufe the world by it, I have my end^ 
I can truly fay, ■ that I hate tt*o peffonal prejudice to the 
prefent Trahfadtioneer or any of his friends ; for I am bfit 
little known to any of them :' and if they now think I have 
no defign to recommend ' myielf to their acquaintance, 'I 
fancy the Reader will not believe they are miftaken. 

c Tills learned German philofopher was born at Bremen j and, 
'fettling at Oxford, was one of the ' firft Fellows of the Royal 
Society ; he was chofen AfTiftant Secretary to Dr. Wilkins, and 
began tlie publication of their TranfaJ!"^ion.s, which lie continued 
till N*^ 36. He died in February, 1678. The Tranfa6iions were 
rontfnucd bv his fuccclTor Mr. Grew.

Gent. Truly thofe are two inflances fufficient to convince any 
icafonable man, tliat he may be drunk, or drink water, without being 
diowned. But what is this learned roan's definition of drowning^ 
ViRT. Hr fays, ** He takes drowning, in a great meafure, to 
** be thus, viz. That though it is very likely, when one druggies, 
<< he may (to fave himfelf from being clioaked) iwallow fom« 
** quantity of water : yet that is not the caufe of his death j but 
** thar which goes into. the wind-pipe and. lungs.*'

ViRT. Swallow it to prevent choaking? By no means ; he does* 
not fwallow it at all. *« It goes into the wind-pipe." And 
tiiougb wa^er fwallowed will not choak, yet when it goes into 
the langs it will j which this learned Phyfician thus demonftratcs: 
** In prcfcriptions, wlicn people are very weak, or forced to take* 
** medicinesy I have obferved fome fpoonfuls in that condition 
** (if it went the wrong way) to have choaked or fuffocatcd the 
**peifon;** wlience it appears, that choaking is not caufcd by 
fWallowing water, but by its entrance " the wrong way." In 
which cafe, it may be faid " to go into the lungs." 

Gent. But what is this to the queftion firft debated ? 

ViRT. Why, the queftion being put, whether the woman was 
ilrtngled, and (o fuffocateJ; or whether Ihe was drowned? Our 
learned evidence only 'offers to fliew, that, if ihe was fuffocated 
or cboaked by water, it mud get into her lungs ; whereas, in thofe 
diat are cboakiJ, or firangled^ nothing at all gets into them : ib 
that the Axm of our Do6bor's evidence proves that, if flie was

P R E F A C E, 

IT has been an oW faying, " That there is no opinion fo ab- 
' ** furd, but tliat it has been maintained by Tome Philofopher i** 
as; ** ThJs^t Snow is Black ; that Cabbages fj^ak in the Moonj 
'" and that the Magpye is the mofl confiderable Lawyer in tlie 
^ Sun ; that the birds called Ganxas will carry a Man up to thofe 
"countries as GrifUns will to the South Continent." Some tell 
us, " That tliis Moon is fucli another thing as Mambrino's Bra6 
*• Bafon in Don Quixote ;•' but Don Lamberto, in his famous 
Hiftory, proves it, by ^^umehts undeniable^ from mutton green 
boiled' thatisTfed, from gteen geefe that are white, ^c. " that", 
.*' notwithftanding its appearance, it is made of GrecQ Chccfc.* 
Some tell us, " That Women have no Souls ; that ^eff-murder 
" is lawful and convenient; tliat Mince-pye and Plumb-^rridge 
" are finful at Chriflmas: that there is no Motion, no Win;" 
with a thoufand fuch-like fancies, which have coniiderably ihewn 
both their wit and judj^mcht. Ittaay not improperly be ft M 
«c preient, that* tlictt is nothing in any art or fcience, HbW MekrA 
iotret it may feem at firft, but that a true Virtuofo>' fey hftndf 
}ing it philo^shically, may make of it a learned and lArgjt DH^ 
feitation. The Athenians, in their pfoiperity, iiril be{e;anhf itie^ 
jdiicoAixfes for want of other'diverfions ; the Romans, being* nVtrcTi 
taiken up with their wars, had notfo large (though fome)'fhaTt 
ia them. Tlie Italians have had abundance of their Academitii 
under whti&fical names, as the InfenJihUj the Afttn^Jhe^l tht 
Ravittgf the D<nti4fmly the Ignorant, and a nrakitude of o^eH. 

The French have fallen into this fame metliod, and have made 

fo 
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fo conliderable a progrefs in their amufemcnts, cflays, and cx- 
penments, that they have given ^ veiy good handle for ijiiitatian 
to llie Britons^ Tliey have, as they are better at improvement 
than invention, made a great progrefs in the moft curious parte 
of Philofophy, ^fpeciallyv natural and flucchauical. And }^t whac 
vail provinces flill remain untouched ! Alexander^ had he lived 
novr, might have daily found new worJWs ttf conquer. The wor- 
thy Authors of the prefent " Ufeful Tranfaftions" have communi- 
cated fome of them, 'but have infinitely more in their clofets. 
Thefe fhew, that good Houfewives, Trades-men, Boys, PedlaFs, 
SemftrelTes, Poets, Gipiies, add in^^ed all forts of profedionSy 
may be ufeful to ti\c world, if they ftudy Philofophy, and fct 
their chi^a6lers. i^ a tru^ light. ^ The Grentlewoman, who wrote 
the difcourfe about the Invention of Samplers, is of a very grave 
and fedate temper, and -can ufe her pen in profe or poetry %6 
Vrell^s her needle. She is daily miaking new fx>lle^Qns of anfiie^t 
chara^ers. wrought in embroidery,, both upon woollen and linent 
SJie had lately an old piece of frize fent her j the letters indeed are 
picked out, but tlie flitches imitate fome words that have been 
there. This Ihews marking, and, as we nwy call it, writiiig 
vpon cloth,, to have been very much ufed in King Henry thp

in n glafs cafe,j at the .repofitory of the ingenious Mr. Salter, 
famous for his Coffee, IVIufi^k, Punch, and Poetry. It is very 
well atteibed to have been tfee band which King Charles II. wore 
in his troubles, undey: the haVit of a country-man. The hem, the 
pluts in th^ neck, and the falhion, ihe fays, are of that. age and 
(quality; but ihe was particularly delighted with ^ liogenuitf 
cf th« dijming that h ^ the collar, Thf l(iom& Welih Schodr 
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ftrafter is a plain maO) and is far from deiigning any vefladoa 
upon that country. The perfon who vindicates Millers and" 
Taylors does tlie latter, as obliged to them for their truft and 
fidelity. The Colledions from Meuriius will ihew that learned 
Foreigners can fpend their time as ufefnUy as the Bncons, and 
fo make them not too vain of their own perfe£^ions.

** nr^ H E antiquity*' of Samplers has not been ** treated of by 
X ** fo many Authors" as fach a fubje£k may feem to de^ 
ferve ^. ** I fhall now only give a ihort account of the obfer-» 
** rations I have made fo many years" from old pieces of linei^ 
of fuch federal forts and kinds as I could find in Long-lane, 
Thieving-lane» Monmouth-flreet, and other repofitories of valuable 
rarities. ** The general notion of mofl Authors is, that we had 
** the original of them from the Chinefe ; but others are not jii 
'< the lead inclined to that opinion, for at that time of day wc

I was- tM by a* learned man, that their iilks and eiarthen Wate 
Jure* sdl theif feveral marks and writings upon thei6« I confefs, 
1 love tiiem fo well, that I could be content to have enough to 
^ every. day tired with looking on their feveral infcriptions. 

However, without entering into any difpute, the necefiity of 
Samplers feems to have begun amongft the Heathen God« them- 
ieives ; for it was high time for. Admetus and Hercniies to brand 
their cattle both with their chriilian and furname, when there 
weie fuch thieves abroad as Mercury and Cacus. 

But the firfl account of that matter, as to our own fex, is tliac 
of Arachne ; who, weaving finer canvas for Samplers, by which 
young people might work by threads, incurred the anger of Pallas, 
hanged herfelf, and was afterwards turned into a fpider, whofe 
web ftill continues wrought with fpace intervening at equal 
difbuice. . It is certain that our fex was come to pofe^on in 
them before the time of Pandion, who had a daughter named 
Phiidmela, who went to fee her fifter Progne married to one 
Teitras king of Thrace. Now it grieves my heart to think of 
ijiis poor ciea^ure ; . not fo much becaufe this >fame Tereus ra- 
viihed her, but becaufe he cut out her tongue, . and paned her 
ludls, fo that ihe liad no weapons to defend herfelf, and put her 
into a huge cafUe, allowing her neither pen, ink^ nor paper : 
hxxtf as we fay, "no wit like a woman^s" (be — havingv from her 
childhood minded her Sampler, fet forth the whole (lory in needle- 
work, and fent it to her (liler. Tereus would aft^^ards have 
killed them botli ; but they were changed, one into a fvvallow,

Hengifb and Horfa 
brought over mth their Saxon forces a bai^ner with a raven em- 
broidered on it by their iifter; but whether tlieir linen was 
marked with ** H H V' is not in hiftory. When the top of the 
country had only frefli ftraw for their bedding, it is not pro- 
bttUe they Were fo curious as to mark their iheeting. ** I could 
*^ not find in the Bodleian Library at Oxford," (ibid.) whither I 
went out of curioiity, and was ** kindly entertained by my Aunt 
** Pollard's fon Nicholas," (ibid.) that in ancient time the ladies 
had any linen worth marking. Dervorgilla S wife to John 
Baliol f King of Scots, and Margaret Dutchefs of Richmond f , 
Mother to King Henry the Seventh, have nodung but plain or- 
dinary headcloaths. Mrs. Dorothy Wadham ^ feems to have had 
lawn, but too much fUiched. Qiwen Elizabeth had lace ; but of 
her hereafter. 

Having brought it down to this age, it is my humble opi- 
nion, that Samplers began to be in faiUon in King Henry die 
Eighth's time ; for, before that, none but the clergy had learning 
enough to read. And pray then what ufe could marking of Unen 
be of to the laity, when no perfon could tell by the letters

I have one of Scogan's night-caps» who was jefter to that king, 
with his name ^t length. And this I think ** to have -been 
** taken from playing-cards : if it be certain that playing-xards 
** are ^s old as our King JEIenry the Sixth, nothing that I hay^ 
** feen pr coniidered fe^ms to give fo fair a liint for Samplers/' (ibid.) 
for we fee the court*cards all marked with their proper names, 
J9S David» Rachel, Judith, Alexander, Hewfon, ^c. according 
to their di^erent countries and ages.

The ancient Samplers began firft with eyelet-holes ; then 
** cut-work was invented, 6ril at Harleim." (ibid.) The invention 
of bobbins I do not find in any good Author,* fome refer it 
to the time of Qgeen £Uzabeth*^, when ihe was detained in 
pcifon : it b^gan wi(h purle and fooiting,. and afterwards to bone- 
lace, now made in good perfe^on in Buckinghamihire. 

Tlien feveral forts of lace came into England, taiied-poinr, 
point of Venice, Colbertine, and Flanders lace, all according -to 
the feveral inclinations and factions of parties^ as the people in- 
clined either to the French or Spaniard. P. 2399. 

Afterwards thefe fort of matters ^< were efteemed fo great a 
^ rarity, that, pedlars carried them in bags at their backs, and got 
** money at great mens houfes," (ibid.) by felling gimp-kce and 
garters with the wprd ^ Jerufalem*' upon them, and fo gamed 
the money which children and fervants had otherwife beflowed 
in apples and oranges, cauiing their learning to overcome th^ir 
appetites.

places, as Pater Nofler Row, Ludgate Hill, &c. '

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Some Natural Observations, made in the School 
of Llandwwfwrhwy* By R. P. during his 
Refidence there ™* 

SIR, LlandwwfwiliWy, March i, lyioSi 

SEEING your papers communicated to the publick, in the 
moft ingenious ** Tranfskftions** of the Rbyal Society ; and 
being fired, 1 hope, or rather prefume, with a dedre and ex- 
pe£fcation of equal glory j I recblledtcd that faying of Mr. Cowley^ 
*« Tentandavia eft, qui me quoque pcflimTollere humo." And 
thence, upoti ferioUs recolle£ti*on of paft accidents of my life, I 
thought it might not be unufeful to pofterity, nor to mankind 
at prefcrit, to give an account of what has happened to me, fmce 
I firft came to be a fchool-mafter. 

In the memorable year 1688, being an hundred yeai-s arftet 
tlie " Spanifh invafion,'* and twenty years before this prcfcnt 
year-— as may appear by the moft exa6l: calculation—- a perfon>

in this town's name, being four tim6s multiplied into itfelf, pro-^ 
duces fy four, or the fourthpower of the foot If^; which is equal 
to ^mountains quadratically multiplied into IT mountains, which 
mike a p6wer of mountains. 

, The word Llan is the fame that the Scots .and Iriihrprpnounce 
ChMf which iignifks a company of people of the fame lineage; 
and indeed I found in this town, not only all of them ikin each 
to the 4)ther» but tikewife to^all Welflimen beiides ; . 4nd,: which 
inoft fiirpiized me,.as they laid, were all gentlemen. The MH>rd 
/)<k;<zu/' is not unlike in found and iignsBcation ro:the.^4gliiE 
word Tiifp Ruff Grjif, The word RuuJnvj is like wife the fame 
as tlie J&agli(h word crooked 01 arwty. So that, the pedigree of 
the lume of LUuuku'wfrvob'wy being thus explained, it .appears to 
be a town encompaHed with mountains, with a rough cxoorked 
way leading to it. 

Thcfe mountains " fcem to be nothing clfe," p. 2419, hut s 
compofitlon. of fuch hard, rocky, marmoreous, flinty, Jj^tdc^us, 
ik>ny, {copulous, torrcy, cretaceous, obdurate, petrififiCboiy, in* 
tra£^abk, indiiTduble, and, in a word, mountainous matter, as ,the 
Deluge could not carry away, nor the rains for many.inHnifi^ 
numbers of years, aldiough '' gurta cavat lapidem," be s^>le to 
penetrate, nor indeed caufe fuch an impredion upon then as tbey 
might become 1it for ploughing or-padurage*

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Kowy fpeakmg of mountains, I cannot bat take notice^ tbac 
amoBgft them is a fort of anunal, that is neither (hcep nor cpWi 
but ferves the inhabitants inftead of both: it is e.ndued with 
gravity, and bearded like a Fhiiofopher from its infancy; its' 
favour is of the Tanked, and its manners inclined to yoWiJ^ouf"

But to come properly to my o\vn habitation ; in the fchool of

^y great induftry, cncrcafed" my fchool to fix, all the moft con- 
iiderable pcrfons of the parifh fending their Tons and daughters to . 
tis : fp that thdn I had tvvo that could read, four that could not 
read, and never a ontf thit could write ; ahd, by tlicmathematicksr, 
it is eafy to calculate how rtiuch they improved. It is Temarkr 
able, I had never a fcliolar under two years old, |ior any much 
more than thirty, though I have in other places known feveral 
that have been Upwards of forty. As my fcholars were preferred 
to fhoes ahd ftbckings,"they went off; *• fo that, as I remember,^ 
■to. 2421, Tac one triennial viAtatien of the Bifliop, the fchoolmaftct 
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of Lhndwwfwrhwy being called, and aiked by the Bifhop how 
many fcholars he had ; I anfwered, ** 1 had none ; for, by great 
" iadu^bryy I had fo accomplifhed them, that their parents, by my 
** advice, according to their capacities, had thought fit to provide 
** well for them in the bordering counties, fome to feed fheep, 
** ^nd fome to Ileal them." ' 

Near this town k the fineft garden in the world ; for it is tlie 
tnoft produ£fciv« of leeks, and ^hofe tlie mofl redolent. It ic the 
antient garden of St. David, from wliencc he took the vidtorious 
ledLS with which his foldiers were crowned this day ; it is en* 
c\a(ed with a natural flone wall, p. 2422, upoix whieh is this 
infcriptioo :

It is obfervable, that, in this infcription> there are but eight

eight letters, Z>, C, I/, />, Ny 7*, /T, Yy one of which letteY^, viz. 
H9 is generally faid to be no letter, fo that we cannot pofitively 
affirm thefe eight letters to be more than feven ; and that the reft 
have been added unneceiTarily, by the fuperfluity and luzuriouf- 
xiefs of afterimages, to exprefs fuch habits, diet, tod utenfils, as were 
unknown to die antient Britons'. I think J mjiy not havft inj«ii:€4 ^

f* every thing that was terrible : ftpni whence I concludtti', tlu* 
4f I could not but believe that the boldeft of materials, mucli 
** more doth, after fuch hard ufnge at the formidable approach 
f« of a taylor's large pair of fhccn, would be apt to retnnxde, ter-> 
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.gtverfe, or.contra^b itfelf; and^t^tdt, immediately upon thit ' 
duatervening .of die /heers, this would be done by both fides 
'of the. clodi fo difmaily Separated; and that^tb^fe cootrac* 
4tioos or ilidakings would happen not once-onlyy but often» ' 
upon various incilions of the fame garment. This fort of

Philofophy and the Cartefian hypothelis of atoms, together with 

the nature of vibration, rarefa^oh, and motion, and to have fo 

far a knowledge in opticks as to make ufe of a magnifying- glafii^ 

smd to read carefally all Mr. Lcewerihoeck's obfervations. All 

dits /^filers fhould Kkewife do, for their own juftiiication, wheii' 

rfiey have Ifclfurc time from their honeft calling. Let us fuppofe 

now a bulh^ of corn to bt carried to the mill. Alas ! what catf 

in reafon at mod be expe£led back again, if it were wholly left to 

nature, and were not prefcipvcd by the carefulnefs of the mUIer t 

We all know that the fine flour is inclofed in a thick huik ; znik 

tiiis huflc being broken by the mill-ftones, the flour iflues forth 

by fuch attrition. It is the nature of every thing, to rejoice iii 

liberty r when they are loofed,' the particlds make the beft of 

their inray by a quick, vibration, moving to fomething on which 

they may fettle, but far enough from the bran in which they were 

heretofore prifoners, although fuch. flight generally tends to their 

own k>f$ and deilru6iion ; and hence there is no fpace in tlie milly 

in which fome'or other do not take up their refidence : which v& 

an ocular demonflration, that it is the wantonnefs and perverie- 

Bcfs of the flour, more than the fraud of the mUUrf which at tlie* 

xcturn makes/ the corn',. as to its-wciglit, oftentin^es prove ver^ 

deficient. I have. always obferv^d, how thefe impetuous atoms 

feize upon the cloaths, hands, face, and hair, of tiie miiUr, fo as 

indeed to render him a ghaiUy fpe£tacle j. and I have been fo fax 

^om tlunking that the milUr took the corn, that I have been more 

jifraid left the corn fhould ileal the miUevi efpecially coniidering 

the fury and rapacioufnefs of thofe animals, as I iliew heireafter. 

W\ic Latins, though no great Experimental Philofophers^ >vece 

feniiMe of this ; and therefore icalle^ their finefl ^ur p^llft^ 

from the Gtcek «4»A^tf« to fignify the qqicknefs of its vibration.

Latin eriticksy whether M#/^ was the upper mill-done j and 
tOtitfus the lower (and indeed it was a very worthy controverfy) : 
l^ttt at laft tlie caufe was given againil Paulus the Lawyer; and 
Staliger and his party gained the day^^ that catimts wad the lower 
mili-iloQe. Their reafon feems 00 be irrefragable^ from the 
name that it bears from its filching qvi^lity^ being fuel) a fort of 
^ng as will have a lick if it knows of any thing good that is 
ftirringi. Now it were unjuA to charge all diat upon the miller 
#hicli the nether mill-done has taken ; but prejudice will do any 
i&k\ngp- ihd ckti^us may fbeal wlien the mlUr*s hoife may not 
look over tlie hedge. Nor is it in the power of the mlUr t» re* 
ftraia fd many milUons of unruly animals as there are in » bufhcl 
^ cbm when ground : fome of them are winged like griBins, and 
Hy dp to the ro6f knmediately ; fonte hang by the walls like cats, 
^iiilochers lie upon the ground in the fliape of hideous ferpents* 
iUl this is perceiveablc by gkffes, which fliew us likewife whac 
ahiffials crawl ujion the backs even of thofe animals. This* well 
bought of, would terrify fuch a beau as the Lord Foppington, to 
f»id) at the powdering of his perriwig, \i^hat a htdeous number of 
Aidnfters hb beafs srixMit him. Wd ihouid dierefore pity, racier 
ikkiA feptoaeh>- the poor mihr under fnchr doleful drcumftances. 
I ^duUi here ivcbify one gtand miflake^ wfaiidi we hive received 
froito'the Latins; who, 1 confefs, tax the perfons who ground 
t^eircdttt wi^ being thievies : but, alack ! they were' not in the 
kaft i^gard like our miUirs $ for they ground with a hand-mtU^ 
ind, being ilavcs, were kept to vety fliort allowaiice; and fO| 
when oj^rtuni^y ferved, would pilfer for their belly. But dutt

An Account of Meursius's Trcatife »f the Grsciaw 

DaN0£8. 

\ 
»ON0UilED SIR, 

I HAVE lately -received two Books from Holland, which I 
have been long inquiring for, and at laft coft me no incon- 
fiderable price. They are two Works of Meurfius. The firft 
cantains the feveral forts of ** Greek Dances," which wonderfaUy 
illudrate the Grecian ftory, and lets us conliderably into the poli^ 
ticks of thofe times, and the various occurrences of human life, 
fo as we may be the better able to dircft our own for the future. 
I fliall give you only a fliort fpecimen of them ; forl^lefign with 
' all fpeed to get a fociety of Dancing-mafters, botli French and 
Engliih, and fo tofhew that harmony which appears in our anci- 
ent and modern dances. We have indeed of late years made fome 
-efforts to defcribe our French and country dances, by books pub- 
Bihed with inAru61 ions for the fame : but, alas ! we are not come 
• up to othep nations ; though we had long ago a fufficient exam* 
pic J for, in the year 1604, Caefare Negri, a Milanefe, and, as he 
jftyles kimfelf, a famous and excellent profciTor of the art of coo^ 
' triving -balls for courtiers and ladies, has not pnly printed theif 
-performers names in a beautiful folio, but Jias given a plain de- 
fcription of the dance, with its feveral varieties and cuts of thq 
divers perfon^ges ncceflary to the performance. Among the rpftj, 
fome for. a nian and two women, others for a woman and two 
.SMin'^i .which ^^nces I )ook. upon to bp very pJiiQper tobeiuTed 
*- ft %m. p. xf 7r«f 4l^priVfaltMriotl ^Uitatioffi, 
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by our bndetmaids and bride-men, and may be introduced to ^d 
purpofe at our country nupttals, and, for any tiling I know, be' as 
iigniftcant cuftoms as .untying ther garters and throwing the 
fiiKking. 

But to give you a tafte of the great Meurfius. I find his chirO' 
womia to be in ufe amongib us in various particulars ; it is that 
motion in a dance, which makes the hands bear a correfpondence 
with the feet, and both complete Tl faltatrical, or, as I may call it, 
a dcottitive fort of gefturc. The learned' Hadrianus Junius 
takes notice of ih^faltatio chironomiea i which our beft criticks 
interpret of morris-dancing, where the tofs of the handkerchief 
and extcnfion of tlie hands give a graceful turn to tlic whole per- 
formance. I know feme derive the word morris-dance as if it 
were a Morifco or Mooriih dance ; and think it brought into 
England by thofe EmbalTadors that King John fent to Miramo- 
malim, Emperor of Morocco, when he profered to turn Maho- 
metan, if afliftance were granted to him againfl his Karons. 
Others carry it up as far as the Emperor Maurice, who was killed 
by Phocas, who fet up Popery about the year 600 : but I doubt 
not but I (hall prove it much more ancient. Tlie chironomiay as 
defcribed by the old Scholiafts, is exadily like the found made 
by our young ladies with their cafianetSf the crepitacuUf or die 
Jlftra of the Phrygians and Egyptians ; and therefore I ihall make 
no fcruple to fay, that the cbironomia is moft properly reprefented 
by our i^tdcnt farabandj which, though brought, to us from 
JSpain, and praftifed there by the Moors, yet was undoubtedly 
taken up by them from the Greeks, upon tlie Saracens over- 
running the Eaftem Empire. Here I cannot but obferve the 
great miflake of all learned Dancing-mafters, who write the word 
cafianets^ whereas it ought to be written cbefien-nuti^ as plainly 
appears by Biihop Cooper's ** Dictionary °,*' The colour and

ligvire of the prefent inilrunient is not unlike what we vtilgai^ 
call cheft'tiuts^ and the found is very agreeable to that of a aut- 
crackery or that of a cat^ tread when her feet are pinched ^ 
walnut-ihellsy and might keep time with the fnap of a harbei^s 
fingersy though at prefent theyi turiiing themfelves to perriwig- 
mi^ingy have forgot their cittern P and their muiick— Z had almoft 
faid> to the fhame of their profefBon* 

Meuriius has many beautiful defcriptionfSy when he comes to 
the UtriigMoi, the titragrammoi, and the /^/r^rtf/ra of the Gfe- 
cians. Thefe, confining all of the nun^ber four, compofed whpt 
we call country dances. Tliefe were plain at foft ; but, about 
^e time of Alcibiades^ as luxury increafed^ they had more than 
two couple, and about that time brought in cafiing^qffy and the 
additional cbiromanid, or dapping of bands^ fometimes with their 
own' partner, and fometimes with another, fo as to keep an eqiAl 
time with the mufick. The number of thefc is almoO: infinite : 
but I ftay only for a new Edition of the voluminous Euflathius 
upon Homer ; and then I will proceed to make their parallel 
i with " Green Sleeves," " Health to Betty," " Parfon upon D6- 
j ** rothy," ** Cold and Raw," and many others, for which I hope 
f to have the learned world*s afliftance; 

He gives us an account of a very hard dance, if my Manu- 
fcript has it right, called pfalchadai ; which, confifting of the 
variety of motion by three perfons, muft haVe been the hayesy or 
fomething refcmbling it. I iball prqve that dance very anci^iif, 
from the Furies, the Graces, and from Nature itfelf, when th« 
Sun, Moon, and Earth ma^e an eclipfe, a^ is excellently fet forth 
in that admirable fyftem of Philofophy, " The Rehearfal %" 

In the time of Pericles, when Athens flouriflied in buildings,, 
mufick, comedies, and all forts of delight and pleafure with 
the greatcft freedom, the nobleft pcrfonages, being fond of the. 
wife Afpafia, whofe found philofophy and refervednefs kept them 
at a diftance, invented the dances called ormai, by us hijfing'' 

" Diftionarium Hiftoricum & Poeticum, &c. '* folio, printed in 1565$ was 
fo much eftecmcd by queen Elizabeth, that flie endeavoured to promote the 
author for it in the church as high as /he could : .Bp. Gibfen bad aJfHf^ 
favourable opinion of it. He was alfp the author of many .other works.

Hiirlequins; fometimes they only dlfguifed themfelves by an 
VnnTual habit, not only divertrng tlie publick in the theatre, biic 
Teiy f4fKXk their private neighbours, with what we call mafqut^ 
ra£ng^ The Greeks had, i;pon this account, their eopba projep'ot 
tfieir dumb ibewsx wluch was a£^ion, though no voice ; as oii«

1 ihould exceed the bounds of a Letter, fhould I difcourfe of 
%n ften* magadeisy or minuet^ of their cordaxiSf being dances 
defcribed both by Hefychius and Cicero, as exa6^1y cdrrefponding 
with our jigf as moving mod to the numbers of trochees and 
tribraches, noted, by the confent of all Authors, as the moft 
proper feet jfor cutting capers. 

You have here a fmall iketdi of what Meurfius has done, to 
let us into the fecrer of the Greeks : it were to be wiflied that 
Mr. Prince, Ifaac, Cavalry, Ruel, Le Sac, L'Abadie, Siris, ami 
the refl, when they teach any dances, would acqu^nt us with 
the Authors of them, add the reafbns of their names *. This

fifty good printed Books or Manufcripts, rightly eorreded by « . 
learned Society, might fet all things right, hoik at prefe&t- and 
hereafter.

HONOURED SIR, 

I HAVE formerly given you fome account of the greift 
MeuHias's Book of << Greek Dancer." I HiarU now give you 
fome few but admirable remarks, out of his Treafttfe of tfacr 
•* Various Plays of the Grecian Boys and Girls." Nor is ''thh 
lefs ufefvil than the former : it ihews the natural fagacity of that 
nation, from their infancy, for they, had learning in their cradles | 

vnQt unlU^e to Q^in£tiliaft that excellent mailer of the Larins, 
and admirer of the Greeks, who provides- even nurfes for fatt 

•future orators. But of this more at laige in a Treat^e of Nurles, 
wherein iball be explained all their fongs, the true reafon of 

tTattles and corah, of hammers, goe*carts, whkligigs and ^ul'* 
cimers, Stc. Meudius in this feems to liave done li^e Homer, 
who, after his Iliads, publiihed his Odyfleys, comprehending in 

'the laft more knowledge of naturei and examples for the manage** 
xnent of human life, than were in the former, though by tamf 
it m^y for the grandeur of its images be the more admked. 
It is wonderful to coniider what things great men have and do 

. employ thei^lves in. Suetonius wrote a Book about the plays of 
the Grecian Children; and, that bemg loft, Meuriius has endea- 
rpured to refbre it by a Book he has publiihed from Ei^evix'r 
prefsy in which are many excellent things, from out of Afhe" 
asus, Suidas, Pollax, Hefycfaius, T^etzes^ the admirable Eufb* 
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tluus, and others. It is concerning their private recreations ; for 
he had publifhed ont before about their dancing, of which fom9 
lime ago 1 fent ybu an abfh-a£b*. 

Indeed fomc of the plays are very remarkabTc> and very ufeful 9 
as tiie A/coiiafmusy hopping upon one leg, and* beating other boys 
with a leather, which the moderns call */ Fox, to thy hole 5" and 
requires great cunning, exercifc,,and patience, ^n the perfon by 
whom the fox is reprefented. . But he has omitted, the delineatipn 
of a pair of Hop-ifcotchesj with the names of their feveral apart- 
hients, which I hope to retrieve and publifli, together with the 
figure of the Hobby^horfe that King Agefilaus ufed to ride upon 
with his children* That of Socrates and others are all obferved 
by the ancients, and -even Horace himfelf, to have been made of a 
long reed ; and therefore the Hobby-horfes introduced in •* "fhe 
** Rehearsal" are abfurd^ and without any precedent from anti- 
quity. They had likewife their colhbifmos \ and fo they had their 
thytritida, anfwerable to our " Hot-cockles,'* which -play the 
learned Littleton <, by a fynonymous term, calls '* Selling of pears," 
or " How many pears for a penny ?" But as for the reafon of 
thofe names> that ingenious Author has left us in the dark. Th« 
muta calcbff by the Latins called fi^wdOf by us '' Blind-man's- 
** buff," was univcrfally received amongft diem, and probably 
took its beginning from that .barbarous contempt which was puc 
upon the divine Homer after his blindnefs. They had likewife 
* their bajiimia, reprefenting our *f C^ueftions and commands," or 
*« King I am :" though afterward in thefe latter ages the word 
was referred to the fport of chufing King and Queen upon Twelfth-

t Adam littleton wis bom Nov« S, 1627 $ ^as educated under Dr. 
Bufby at Weftminfter, and from thence eiedled ftudent of Cbrlft Church, 
bat ejected by the parliameat vifitors in 1648.

I have made it my general remark, that whereas the Englifh 
. plays have barbarous founding names, as, ** Almonds and Raiiins,* 
<* Pufs in a Comer,*' " Barley-break," ** PuiK-pin, " Chickcn-a- 
** train-trow,"^ and the like ; thofe of the Grecians feem all M 
if they were ladies in romances, as §cjufiinday etcuftinday chj' 
trmda^ epbefinda^ haJUmdaf which feveral others. I deflgn tb 
fearch in the clofets of the carious, for their tops, giggs, marbles, 
trapfUcks, balls, and other inftruments of their diverfion : but f 
am afraid, that, being entrufled to perfons of little fbfecaft, it 
youths generally are, there may few of them, through the injury- 
of time, remain at prefent, though they would be of the greateft 
val«e. It would be very ufeful, if fome Vtrtuofo would pBt our 
childrens plays in a true light ; for, amongft other things, would 
appear their truth and juftiee, in '*' going halves in birds neft» ;" 
their forefight and parfimony, in ** hoarding apples ;*' and the 
great benefits, as to the increafe of fecrefy, fidelity, and friend- 
ihip, that may be gained by robbing of orchards, as Mr. Otbom •, 
in the beginning of his ** Advice to a Son,** has extremely well 
obfcrvftd* 

To conclude this IMfcourfe. I muft acknowledge my happl* 
nefs, who in a Manufcript found the following verii». The Mk 
was an Engliih Ode, very ancient, harmonious, and u^fel to tHc 
publick, encouraging youth toexerdfe and hardihipr 
** Boys, boys, come out to play : 
** The moon doth fliine as bright as day* 
<* Come with a whoop, and cone with a caU^ 
** Come with a good will, or not at all. 
** Lofc your fupper, and k>fe your fleep,

ttid then argued, from the vadous parts that were wanting, that 
the matter was impoflible.'

On his return from foreign travel, he ap- 
plied himfelf particularly to chemiflry \ and made ru9h difcoverk* in that 
branch of fcience, a» can fcarce be credited upon lefs authority than hia 
own. His exalted piety was equal to his extcnfive knowledge. Thefi^ 
excellences kept pace with each other 3 but -the former never led hin\ to 
enthttfiafm, nor the latter to vanity. He was himfelf *' The ChrifHaa

Ikfa^. Oimebttnicited by Dr. Testy. 

HAVING lately feen Rtr; Leeuwenhoeck's Obfervation* 
upon die Tongues of Peveriih Perfons *, and finding therai 
▼ery cUriouSy *' and tliat he had taken care to hate two Fevers, 
** the farmer more violent than the latter ;" I was ambitious like- 
Wife t<^ make fome experiments : though, not heing willing to 
renture my own perfon, I defired of a Wine-porter in the neigh- 
bourhood, that, when he Ihbuld fitid it irequifite to drink more 
than ufUal, he would take a pint or two of hrandy extraordinary, 
and come to me the next morning, without hawking or fpitting, 
and as thirfty as he could poilibly ; and accordingly, not failing, 
}te ihoixk) have a fuitable reward. 

The liext morning he came ; and, lieing defired to gape, which 
he could ftarce do, I found his lips almofl glewed up witli a very 
black fubftance ; whicb, being fcparated, ** I found his Tongue 
*• covered with a thick whitifh matter,"' p. aio. Having no 
" peri-knife nor filver tohgue-fcraper by me," I called for a large 
cafe-knife, whh which I made my Butler gather firfl the black 
matter off of his lips, and then the white fiir from his Tongue.

I- 
may attribute the ihining of the particles in my prefent inflance to 
ari^thcr^caufe; for my Winp-portw, from, lug.firft attempt of 4 
Fever, till the quenching of his thirft, took no other f)i{lenancq 
excepting burnt brandy. Therefore, in thjs matter, I muft dif- 
ggree with MonHcur Leeuwenhoeck, . "jthat this white matter is 
f protruded put of the Tongue, andno evaporation or coagulatioi^ * 
/ . ' ** frpttl 
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'* from the intrails/' p. £13. For there feems to me in this caie^ 
that the ptrticles of fire Were forced down by the great quantitj 
of liquid particles of the brandy to the lowermoil parts of tlie in* 
trails; and there, working by the way of coSiion, caufed an ebut« 
lition, which naturally arifes with a white fubftance, as in the 
fcum of boiled Beef and B^g-^udUlng, Artichoaks, Calves Heads* 
'and Legs of Mutton. 

Mr. Leeuwenhoeck '* did difcover an unconceivable number 
<' of exceeding f(][iall Animalcula, and thofe of different forts, but 
* the greateft number of them were of one and the fame iize ; and. 
^* that moil of thefe Animalcula rendezvouzed in that part of the. 
** water* wfiere the faid matter of his tongue lay," p. 114. This, 
feems to me to 'let one into a noble phaenomenon of nature ; for I 
inquired of my tn^n if he did not think he faw that the particles of 
the white matter -were like Eggs ; he told me, << Yes, and that he 
^ faw innumerable Serpents', Kites, Ravens, Oilriches, Crocodiles* 
** and fuch like fort of oreatures, coming out of them." From' 
whence I raifed this philofophical reafon^ why drunken men are 
fo quarelfome ; for, as I faid before,-"the hot- liquor throwing up 
an *< evaporation or coagulation from tlie intrairs," p. 213, raifei 
up likewife an inconceivable number of thefe. little £ggs; whicb* 
being quickly hatched there, as in ab Egyptian oven, put the 
patient to an extreme torment ; fo that it is no wonder if peribns fo 
tormented by thefe Animalcula throw them out at random^ with-* 
out any fear, wit, or ferious coniideration, oftentimes in very op-; 
probrious language. 

. Mr. Leeuwenhoeck could do no greater fervice to the world* 
than to ftudy the figure, quantity, and quaUty, of thefe AnimakuU 
i;0HdtecfvouKing upon the Tongues of all forts of pcrfons in their 
feveral circumftanc^; for I doubt not but they would fliew the 
^^e leafon of the formation of all languages, and that tliey would 
1^ like the creatures that mofl abound in their refpeflive countries*

l*heye may be very noble obfervations made concerning each of 
tliefe fev^ral organs. The Hebrew and Oriental Languages found 
dmch from the Throat, which (hew that they came more imme* 
diately from die Heart ; and as that is the feat of Hfe, fo their 
found is comibanding and majedic. Not much different from 
them i'n that refpe£t are the Gothic and Saxon, and the inoft an- 
ient ]^iti(h, Which our Anceftors ufed, whilfl honour, trutli, and 
j&rtice, fibufiihed in thefc parts. 

Wthc Tongue t fliall fpe'ak fomething more largely immedi*- 
^KSAy, And for the other fo\tr organs, I defign particular Diller- 
At^dm concerning them. The Paflatc, or Roof of the hlouth, 
llfi^lim'es by great Colds Will fwcH, and fall down to a very great 
bignefs, and ohftruft the voice. To help this, good old women,^ 
fWJyirfg the csrfe of fuch as fltould be any ways lumiereil from 
JffeaRii^g, by the help of Album Giwcum and Honey, with their 
thui[^ i^jjlice the glands by a gcrttle attrition into tlieir due poli- 
tics. THe failure df this Pahrte is bften occationed by love in" 
fuch perfons who have felt more than one of Cyther2ea'$^/«« • 
iIhir tMe? vbifce i»i nbt altogether fa fonorous and plcafing as ir was ; 
t^t tht^e peffons generally make ufe of a fixth organ the Nofc, 
(hmlgh ofttt\tlific«;, the bridge- of that failiirg, they make ufe of the 
fef tnth orgam, Which k the Noftril. 

The Teeth ate very neceiTary inftrutnents, and contribute" much 
ns tKe' tetripcr arid good humour of fpeech : for we find by aged' 
pieifom) who become edetti'uhus ortootHefs, that, their Lips falling 
in, ahd tl^eiT JaWs being fomething protruded, they come to a cer- 
rtj?rfCWnefc' pofition of ftce, and to a language fcarce to be un- 
derfhsod, whith, if it is, generally proves peevifh 

The Lips ate uftful far kitting as well as fpeaking : of thefc I 
deiign a particular account, when I give an abllradl of the learned 
Rempins's. Trciitife De Ofculoy or of Kifling; and his particular 
,Dffirrtation, BeOjculo "Judtp-^ ot the Kifs of Judas.

« ami a fourth of a Slieep ;" p. t ii. He ordered itie to boSl "itit 
itrfVy and place near to it tin adjacent Uddeir npon a bed bf Spinagr, 
moltified with a fufiicient qaandty of freth fttitter. The Oi*t 
Tonfgue he thought proper to roa(V, faying the particles ^ouTd 
appear better after a torrefying evapora'tibn. But^ he faid, Yenifoa 
Sanee -would not be ithprojxf to expTicate the feveral difcoTeriet 
he refolved to make. He told tne that the Hog^s knd Sheep^s 
Tongues might be got dned in moft paved allies^ I invited him 
to come the next day about noon, and that all things ihould be 
ready, and my microfcopes in order. 

He came according to his promifc ; and the boiled Tonguegr 
tTddcr, and buttered Spinage, were placed upon the table as pre- 
fcribed. " I fet myfclf to examine the fkins of the Dune, and 
^ particularly the external particles that are upon the thicknefa 
** of the Tongue ; and where, as I conceive, is the place that ad- 
'^ mits tlie juices into the Tongue, by which that fenfation is 
** produced which we call the Tafte. I feparated tUo{e afore- 
*^ faid external particles as well as I could from thoie that lajf

Maa-Rofs^ as delineated in the Figures A. and D. He etplaikied 
to me, that .in the Figyre G, N* z, J was miflaken to tliiok that 
the tops of the Thimbles v^ece broken off? for he faid they wer« 
complete, though witliout a top, as bping Taylors Thimbles : 
from whence he concluded the ^rationality of that fcntence, that 
Taylors were fo congenial to the feujinine fc35^ " Tliat Nine of

Thfife long acicular flxarp particles " are not all of them round ; 
^ but each of them alTumes fuch a figure as fuits bed to the bther» 
^ to which it is joined, and fo -as to leave iio fpace nor vacuity 
** between them, inCbmuch that I have feen fome of them that 
•• were in a manner of a triangular figure," p. 121. Hereupon I 
made a very curious. and ufeful obfervation, being refolved to 
know liow many of the(e long fleih particles, or rather flefhy 
mufcles, might be contained in an inch. I confidered that the 
ifiameter of one of thefe little mufcles of fleih '' does not exceed 
^ two halr& breadth of one's head ; and when we compute that fix 
•* hundred breadths of a hair does not exceed the diameter of one 
•* inch, it follows, that three hundred diameters of thefe fmall 
** mufcles is but equal to the diameter of one inch ; and confe- 
« qoently then, that ninety thoufand of the faid fmall mufcles of 
** &ih make no more than the thicknefs of one inch ;" p. izo. 
This fiiews what a voracious creature Mankind is ; who, in a 
fmall piece of Tongue, of no more than the thicknefs of one inch, 
can chew and fwallow mufcles of fiefh, wliich, computed by the 
diameter of the hair of one's head, amount to and equal a hun- 
dred and eighty tfaoafand hairy diameters, which is a fum prodi- 
gious. But more exa£b calculations of this and many other 
things (hall be fully demonfbrated, in a large Treatife I intend, 
eonceming the proportion of a Hair^s-'breaHth to a Ctfut^s Tbumb» 

My Friend told me, that his bufinefs would not fuiPer him to 
Hay very much longer, yet fltU he was dcfirous that he might taftc, 
0r 1 might ia^pcGt into, a ilice or two of (he Sheep^s TooguCf^ 
4i^uch I had prepared for him. It was very ftmnge to fee thf dif- 
jference of this fpecific creature's Tongue, from that of the Hog's 
hefore-mentioned. The very figure of it is as fmooth ~as the 
ibond it pronounces, which we call dUating, from the Greek 
fiknx^9fi,aui whicb neverthclefs in my opinion is more properly 
1 ' , ' . 6 exprelTed 
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exi^reCed by the Latm word M^ km being the 01^7 ionxtd tbi^ 
Sheep which I have had the opportunity of kaowing erer roake» 
though perhaps in ieferal tooee, or notes^ aceordiog to their fex, 
mgjSf or ftatton. That vi^uch I can neareft reprefent it to is a 
iinooth bright-lhiiiing ftrand, newly kft dry by the ebb, id which 
there itill remain many gulls of water flowing down gently, as 
appears in the whole figure K : and this philo(bphically explains 
what Teemed before to be only metaphors, when we mention tor- 
rents, floods, and flreams of eloquence ; fmce they are tXl na- 
turally inherent in the Tongue, though they have been improved 
by Axiftotle and TuUy, in their Treatifes of Rfaetorick and 
Oratory.^ 

I then told my Friend, that by thefc fpecuTations we might eafxYy 
liee the feveral ufes thefe various particles might be put to, in the 
fevcral occurrences of man's life. I ihewed him how the long 
acute particles of the Tongue, as defcribed N^ H, were proper 
for Scolding, Snarling, Criticifing, Slandering, and Backbiting. 
That the particles, N^ I, had in themfelves ranch of the nature 
d ite former, and carried with them an equal poignancy ; but 
^could make their fliarpnefs bend itfelf and comply as occaiion 
might offer, fo as to produce the eflfe^^s of Lying. The Figure 
£, fets fonh the fhape of an eternal Pratler or Tatler, who has 
a multitude of thefe particles,*whofe iharpnefs is rendered obtufe 
or blunt by the perpetual ufe that is made of them. l*hc Figure 
G, by the multitude of its Thimbles, N<» 3, ihwes itfelf to be 
feminine ; and the firil pointed hillock. No 4, denotes Maunder- 
ing ; the fecond protuberance, N<* 5, imports Scolding ; and tlie 
third, N* 6, being forked, demonfbrates Cuckoldom, which is 
jfikewife denoted by the bottom of the Figure A, tluiugh there the 
forked particles feem more concealed, as being perhaps likely to 
be received with greater contenti;nenr, the coronet at the top de* 
noting riches and preferment to be gaii^d by it. 

The Figure reprefentcd by the Letter F, (hews the true nature 
of Pleading and Haranguing ; the Areams of Eloquence flowing 
from the root in feveral rivulets, N^ i.; but terminating^ ilill in a 
poignancy, or pungency, which is not ungrateful, but rather 
tickles than offends the ears of the audience, after a various man- 
ner ; as in N° 2, and 4, which, are what are vulgarly called «tv?]^^v, 
at girds \ and N<^ 3, which i& extreme Satire. Wliea thefe little 
iharpneiTes are wholly removed, then it comes to the fmoothnefs.

A Letter concerning the Migration of Cuckoo's, will* 
their DellriuStion of Eggs : And general Remarks con- 
cerning Birds Ncfls, with the Speech of Birds. Commit

SIR, 

J HAVE often confulered, that it would be nccelTary for a 
Ufeful Society, as we are, to contemplate well the migration, 
iliat is» the coming bitber to a place that we do know, and the

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going thither to a place that we do not know, of that celebrated 
Bird the Cuckoo : for I conceive that the knowledge of the

The Bird has prudence indeed, and a6li according to the way 
of tlie world. To flay in the climate where he was well received 
during the continuation of profperity ; and then to leave his l^ene- 
fa6Vors amidft'the diillnefs and florms of Fortune, till fuch times 
a^s he believes they have a frefli fupply for him to fpoil them of.

** bcrs of the Ufeful Society^ all over the realm, would themfelves, 
** or procure their inquifitivc Friends, to obferve and note down

migrates hither long before we generally hear it ; and» knowing 
his voice not to be of the cleared or mod pleafant* continues fof 
fome time the fucking of raw eggs, with an intent to clear it. 

They ihould likewife obferve what neils it chufes to borrow, V%, 
lay its egg in; from whence we might probably make a good, 
guefs at the commodities of the country it comes from, ** whetbier 
** from ward the Eafl:, or any other point ;" ibid. 

Here is a noble field of contemplation for lads tp ramble in : 
CO coniider why Jackdaws and Magpies differ in the ftru£hire 
of their habitations ftx>m Tomtica and Scrsedi-owU ; why fome 
iBirds are brought to bed in wool, fome in hair, the Martins [in 
dirt, the Sparrows in thatch, and the Rooks on the tops oi trees 
in brufh-faggots. *

the lead coherence : the language of the whole, and particularly 
the eloquence of the Vice-roy in the Sun, who fVutters gibberiih

He ihews us what fports the Birds have in their kingdom. 
'Thai liie greateft in office there are mod gay and divertive. And 
Sir Pratler Parrot, Favourite and Hiflorian to the King, and Sir 
Owl Moufer, the King's Attorney General, are made to dance af- 
ter the French manner ; w)uc)i is extremely natural^ becauiJe they 
are h^h Lpw-fliers; 

« 

*' fhe Sun^ or the Kingdom -of the Buds, A Comic Opera^*^ and printed 
It the fame year. He was defcended from French parents who ficd from 
Rochelle when it was befieged by Lewis XIV. They fettled at Eieter, 
where Mr. Durfey was born. He w^s the Author of 31 dramatic 
Pieces, and Songs without number. An impediment in his /peech, which 
is faid never to have iff>i&td him when finging his own fongs, prevented 
^19 applicatioii to the Law, which his father intended him for. He ap- 
pears to have lived in great familiarity with the principal Noblemen and 
Wits and even fome of the crowned heads of the times in which he 
^louriflied ^ but was generally in a ftate of poverty. After a very long 
life, h( died Feb. 2$, 1723; and was buried in St. Jameses Church-yard, 
j^e.^^ently ufed to refide with the Duke of Dorfet at Knole, where 
a picture of him painted by jdealth istftillto be feen.

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It is obf^rvable, chat all along, whatever occaiion he may hare 
for hi$ Birds, he makes them preferve that charaf^er there, 
which they bore heretofore in another place. So, Sir Oliver 
continues his paftlme of Moafing ; and Sir Pratler is conciaually 
caliing for liis Sack, as being allowed him by his Prince : 

** O rare Parrot, Pamit f Parrot's a Bird for the Kiag. 
^ A Cup of Sack for Parrot ; quick, quick, qmck." 

His genius of the Black Bird, the emblem of jollity and con* 
tentmenc, afluming a human figure, defcants on lus own freedom 
and happinefs in the Region of the Sun $ and fatiricaUy rail- 
lies on the vices of the under world, {ntytng us mortals, and 
chanting forth this mod fublime Pindajrique : 

" Whilft in eternal day, Tcrrey, Terrey, Rerrey, Renpey. 
<* Hey— Tcrrf y, Terrey, fiags the Black Bird,. 
«* And what a world have they!" p. 67. 

Then, after a comical Dance of Birds and other creatures is 
performed, he makes the Nightingale iinifh the fport in a Chorus : 

" Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug, Jug. 

« The jolly, jolly Philomel, 

« Upon the haw-thorn tings, &c.'* p. 69. 

But nothing is more pretty than hit Epilogue, where he makes 
Cits and Ladies of his Starlings and Wagtails ; Beaux of hiy 
Woodcocks, Snipes of his Low-fliers, and 'Rooks and Hawks of 
his High-ones ; to whom he joins Ducks and Geefe for good 
Company. Cuckoo's and Owls are placed in the .Galleries, and 
Swans fit flill in the Boxes : whereas, ** were they fwimmiog ia 
*' The Thames, there were feveral perfons prefent, wliom he 
** need not name, that would dive to pull of their mourning 
^* flockings," denoting that Swans have bUck feet. 

My gravity would not give me leave to go to fee the machines, 
nor nature of the Birds which Mr. D'Urfoy had brought upon 
the Stage ; but I got one Mr, Slyford to go thithca* every dme of 
its performance, who, coming lately into the country, gave me 
the following account. 

He fays, he was credibly informed, by the Keeper of the Firft 
Gallery, that, near adjoining to the back -fide of the Rofe-Tavem, 
and contiguous ^o tl^ Play-houfe, there is a large neft, in which a 
fufficient quantity of Turtle-doves and young Pullets are brought

^p bf He and She Canny Birds, to ferve Gentlemeii at a nte 
certain, not only in the performance of thefe Hieroglyphical 
Operas, but likewife on many other prefling occafions. 

My Friend alked him, if thefe Birds were not migratory, or 
kept to any one place more particular. He faid, that the ddefeft 
of them were of the migratory nature, often moving from the 
Hay Market to Drury Lane, and from Drury Lome to the Hajt 
Market. 

He faid, they are at the firft much dearer than Wheat-ears^ 
Fheafants with Eggs, or Ortolans. Thefe, at great expences,may 
be kept for a year or two without any migration : but, as their 
price grows kfs, fo their wandering increases daily ; and fome* 
times numbers of them pour themfelves down from Drury Lanr 
and die «^/ adjacent, upon Covent Garden, The Strand, and 
Fleet-ftrcet, where they become innbuiatmy and no^svagtmst 
that as for their nt/fj, it is obfervable, at their firft fitting, that 
they make them in tine chambers, over down and feather*beds : 
that they generally advance up two pair of flairs the next feafon,, 
and may chance to neftle in the cock*loft at the third ; from 
whence often, upon a North-eafterly wind, they migrate into the 
Plantations ; but that he has obfenred their return from iheace 
not to have been altogether fo cenain. 

I have deiired my Friend to fearch further into the nature of 
tliefe Birds ; which, as foon as the particulars come to hand, I

An Hlftorical and Ghnmological Account of Coniecraicd 
Clouta. Communicated by the Ingenious and Learned 
Viftuoib Sigriior 6i<xk4kni Barberini, of Cbbl* 
SOON I A. Occasioned by a Pkflkge in the Poib-Boy, that 
the Pope has lately made a Prefent of the fame natuic t# 
the Young Prince ofAsTURiAs. 

THOUGH fome modem Authors, out of fpleen and prejudioew 
oppofe the great antiquity of Confecrated Clouts, and would 
fink them down many a'ges beneath their antient date and ociginald 
yet the Primitive Writers are not (ilent on fo material a poinc of 
Ecclciiaflical Hillory ; and we have fulficient authority to traoK 
them as far backward as the middle of the Sixtli Century, from. 
the following ftory. 

When Boniface the Third was advanced to the Papal Chair, 
with a fatherly care and piety becoming fo great a Prelate, he 
promoted his relations and natural iffue to the nusft eminent ftations 
both in Church and State. One old Aunt only was left unpro^ 
Tided iSc^r, who had many years lived a Semftrefs of repute mr</#r 
a Mk in Rome : but it was now thought 1^ liis Holinefs not §9 
honourable, that ihe Should longer continue to make dowlas 
fliirts for footnoen, or vend coarfe focks for the unfan£l<Bed feet of 
the vulgar. The young Princef^ 'Of Parma being big with child. 
Pope Boniface was deiired. to do a neighbourly office, and ftand 
godfather to the fon and heir that about that rime was expedcd 
into the world*. He* being frugal in his nature^ and kno\(ing

whft z Heatheniih exf>ence'the luxury of the tiincs had fun li if 
tp^ in firefenting Goilips and Midwifes, and giving to Nifrfes^; 
Chambermaids, and Butlers-o-^iat, id refuht for Lambs- wool^ 
Cake, and Groaning-checfe— -the child muft haveprefents of Silver 
^uclle-cups. Porringers, Spoons,, and Stick •^bottles, and thofdr 
e&en with the additional expence of Jouhh-'gUt. Having therefore 
Btaturely confidered thefe things, he very pnidently makes an ac-^ 
curate coUe£kion of old Slurts, . and otxhrs his iagadous Aunt to- 
transform them with her utmofl ikill and management into a fett 
of Child-bed -linen j which, having received the grand' ceremony 
oi his HoHnefs's benedi6tton,' with a plain but decent fett of Coral- 
Wls and Whiftle, the old Lady is fent EmbaiTadrefs extraordinary 
with this fpiritual prefent for the carnal pofleriors of his young 
Farmezan Highnefs. 

^ To give the better turn to this 6ew miffiort, tlifce or four ol<f 
women were laid-iti at thefirft Aage on the road, that^ere ordefed 
to be mightily affli^^ed with the toodv-ach ; but the fan£dtied 
Clouts wire applied with wondenful fuccefs to their lucnuieus 
dieeks, that by their f)rimary inftitution. were calculated only for 
uie blind ones of the future Prince of Parma. They were veceived 
m court with that excefs of joy and gratitude that fo unexpe6led 
9ad furpriaiag a blading deferred ; and as the confecrated bundle 
promoted tlie bearer of them to an annual Peniion, a coach and 
6ic t fo we muft do them this Juftice, to fay they proved won* 
derfiiland infallible prefervatives againft all manner of Fits, Loofe- 
nciu w(^ Rickets : they did tlie whole bufmefs of Black Cheny 
Water and Goddard's Drops ^ i and, when compleatly fouled> 
they did not require half that profufion of foap fuds tliat is necef-^ 
fary to reAore common and unfan£^iiied Clouts to a fecond appli* 
cation. 

This whimdcal prefent from.CMd Infallibility gained wondcF- 
fbl credit and efteem in the World ; and a Royal confort nofoopcr 
began longing for Green Peas in December, and .Ripe Cherries 
at Chriftmas, but the next word wai, " My Dear, I ihall ocyer 
•*have a good time of it, unlefs you gel i»c a:buiidlc of Con- 
** fecrated Clouts ; I cannot but fancy I mifcarried the laft time 
** for want of them* Why, .there is the Princefs of Parma could 
~ •* have them, I warrant you, brought by his HoUnefs's own Aunr^

the benefit of Infants, Royal CommilTioners of the Childi)dl 
Duty appointed, and a handfome yearly income by it flowed 
.into the Pope's Exchequer. And from tliat time forward, froi& 
the. mighty Emperors of the Eaft and WefV, down to tlie Kings 
of the Ifle of Man, the German Princes, and the innumerable 
Monarchs of North an^ South Wales, tliey were all fumi&edl 
from the Holy-Clout Office at a ftated rate, from tlie WhifUe 
and Suck-bottle down to the Go-gart and Leading-Hrings.

fiderable and flouriihing branch of tlie revenue of tiic Papal 

Chair ; but then unfortunately came on that long, blpody, ani

our Chriflian Kin^s and Princes to that degree, and reduced 

their illuflrious Families to that low ebb of caHi, and want of tlie 

ready f that, for the fpace almoft of three following ages, oiar 

European Queens were forced to run on tick for Baby^-cloatli% 

,and take in every rag from Rome on the ftrength of Royal crediii 

To remedy thefe grand inconveniences, and fecure tlie miglvtf 

fums that Monarchy flood engaged foi: to the Apoflolical Cham* 

her for ^Swaddling-clouts, a large and fubflantial Vellum Shop* 

.book was ordered into the Audit-houfe; and a Commi/lion of a 

Foreman and two Clerks ere£Ved, for the fending out of biil^ 

^d writing dunning letters^ to all Cliridian Emperors, ^2^^ 

and Princes. 

And tlus (fays my compaiTionate Author, like a good CatliOT 
lick) was that unhappy age, when the great debts and neceiliyi^ 
of our Holy Mother Church put her firft upon foplufticatitw 
her good ftaple-warc,, and debafing her vendible commoditiei^ 
that (he had hitherto managed with great protit, credit, and ^- 
putation. But now, like a decaying Cit, Ihe began to put off 
counterfeit Coral for good, her Bell's, Suck-bottles., and Whifih^s, 
were not Sterling, and wanted weight as well as rlie llsM-rmrki 
flie would fell you Go-cans and Rattles for new, tliat were fcuC 
fecond-hand ; and, on her hone ft Pontifical word, recommend -t« 
you Dowlas, Locrum, or Kc^^^ing Swaddling-bauusj for fupLertantt 
6 Hidjji&d 
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}Miaii4 and Cambrick of the bcil. By wbich mcsns, cnftpift 
leirfbtogely otff; and ftc loft the bu6ncf$ of many good add 
fubftaatial families. 

About the latter end of the thirteenth or beginning of the 
fourteenth century, out comes Pope Leo, with a thundering Bull* 
in the nature of a Commiflion of Bankrupt, againft the Houfe of 
Attftria, eight Crowned Heads, and three hundred German and 
Italian Princes, for vaft fums of money, and long arrears due to 
riie Holy-Clout Office, and Cliamber of Accompts. Commit 
lioners were appointed to meet twice a week at the Tripk Hey 
Taverft in the Flaminian Way ; and a competent number of 
anathema''s, in the nature of Spiritual Catchpoles, were dire6tty 
iflued out againft all that Should refufe to come in, and difcharge 
their refpe6Hve incumbrances, or give bond and fecurity to die 
fatisfa£tion of the^ Court. 

But, after many delays and remonftrances againft fo pul>Hc a 
grievance, a compoiition was agreed on of five ihillings in the 
pound* and a longer time avowed for paying off tlie old fcores 
•ttd clearing the debt. And, to prevent all inconvenicfnces of 
ihis nature for the future, and for the better encouragement of 
cuftomers to bring ready money* and get good penny-worths* die 
price of a complete fett of Baby Clouts, and all neceifary equip* 
ments fit for infants, was funk down horn. 50,000 to io>ooo 
crowns : but then it was all clear gain ; you found your own 
vnaterkls, and paid only for the ceremony and benedifkion. ^ Thrs 
Order of the Ccmdftory was publiihed with a Nofa Benit ''No 
« goods delivered without the money down, or faff cient fecurity 
« givc»." 

V In this ftate of fair barter and fale this matter continued till 
Ipwards the latter end of the fixteenth century ; and then we 6nd* 
by the public regifter and abcompts of the Apoftolic Chjypaber* 
tiiat the price was beat down 2000 crowns, and a mortgage of 
plate and jewels accepted for the remaining fum on the deficiency 
of i-eady caih. For the good old Dowager of Modena ■, Anno

aUc ptejudice of the public revenue, was it tiot in hopes of ea- 
gaging the cuflom of the Family of D'Efle, and having t\^t 
iotiout cjf ferf ing fin^laad fior the future, that, oh tome littk dif- 
gefty had laid out their moiiey at oth^r ibops for near two age«« 
But^ the old lady notiiavlng the whole fum by her, and the Pope 
littie faith, ihe was C^rced to fend into Limbo the great Gilt 
Bafon and Ewer that graced «he Side-board on Coronatbnt^ 
Rinaldo^s old Goblet, her Esfi'-nngs, Crofslet, and Necklace, 00 
her very Silver feii-pot and Gold Spoons . 

Having thus given you an hiftdrical and chronological ^ccoui^t 
cf the origin and growth of Confecrated Clouts, and of tlie dif- 
fettHV fate and fuccefs that has attended them through fo maiiy 
age^, viz; 'firotrt the" fi*tli to the fevienteehth century; k naty 
Hbfc'bc impmper ia this place to tel! you how Authors differ 0x1 
tiik fubjed. ThiN-e are not wanting men of learning and cha- 
rader, that affirm Pope Joan was the iirfl inditutor of this cere- 
mony^ and Invented tMfc confecrated prefents as rewards for the 
l^difes and Mid Wives that attended and delivered her of three or 
fiuif' Nephews, it being contrived for their . benefit, that otKcr 
trowned Heads fhould pay for her lyings-in. Perhaps you mpy 
J)c furprized at the expreflaon of " being delivered of a Nepjiew ;" 
Imt that is a peculiar privilege the. Pope referv^ to liitufelf, let 
his chibineQ be nevar fo many : yet ^ mement he is promoted 
to thi chair, thty etaic to be fbns and daughter^ like the.com- 
liiaa offsprii^ of the w«rld, but commence Nephews and Nieces 
Itottk tiie very Ifour of his exaltation. 

I 'might here likewife mention a fchifm that crept into the 
dout-offifie about the nintli century, occafioncd by StarchantfHi, 
the "Pope's Lauridrefs, counterfeiting the goods, and vencting falfe 
wsurc to feveral illuflrious families : but ihe was condemned by a 
General Council for her crime, with a fevere fentcnce : and after-

TH E World having been fo taken up with Wars^ Treaties, 
and other Political Amufements, Poetry and Philofophy have 
of late found little encouragement : fo that ufeful Treatifes in 
>]atural and Experimental Philofophy have in a manner been laid 
alide by the Curfoua. 

However, the Publilher of thefe Tranfa£tions was lefolyed not 
to be totally difheartened. After a diligent fearch of what proba- 
bly might pleafej he confidtred that the liking of the Town ge- 
nerally runs iu the fame vein for fome time together. At one 
ieafon nothing pleafes but Novels, then Tranflacions from tb« 
French, riien' Tragedies, when on a fudden all yaniihes into 
Operas ; then notliing will take place but Difcourfes concerning 
the Church, and all people afrm tliemielves with arguments as to 
its fafety, rites, and difcipline ; then all again is fwallowed up 
in BickerliaiPs Allrological Predi£^ions <» and ^Tatling P. But 
that wfai^ feems moft generally to have prevailed, is the pkafure

It is filled with variety ^f knowledge : the Author is modeftj 
his ftyle humble ; his obferrations, raifed irom the appearances of 
things, made as ufeful as they poflibly covld be ; for it is truth 
that Natural Philofophers muft fearch after, and not ornamental 
cxpreffions. *f Feeding of Fowl/* Jntr. p. i6, 17 j " the eduqi- 
f* don and difcip^ne of Swine," p. 30, 31 ; ^< the makji^ of Beds^ 
f< the untying of Breeches, and ioofening of Girdles," p. 47^ 
with many other things described by thjs Author, may feem at 
hiHi to be trivial^ yet contain in them great penetr^ipn of thou^ 
and depth of judgement. By thefe means philo^phers fearch inc^ 
the recedes of Nature; which though to nice perfons they may 
not apfear fo cleanly, yet hvvc not therefore the lefsr ufe in thf 
«aimal ceconomy. Dr. Van Slonenbergh, in this DHcpuife, piof

4j|f the Tranfiation out of Dutch muft be left to the candour of 
the Reader. I know it will be obje£]bed to the following pJ4>ers» 
that many things feem impertinent ; that moft are fijich as were

. to a bookfeller; not to be p obliihed tin a proper occafion oficred. Thsa 
. appeared foon after his death, which happened on the 4th of December 
following, at the age"of 92. His chara^er and manneca are deferibed by Ik* \ 
Rennet, in the Memoirs of the Cavendiih Family, annexed to the Fooenl 
Sermon on William Duke of Devonihire. This Sero^on occafionOd aa 
excellent pleafantry of Dr. King, printed in vol. III. |>. 37. Mr. Hobbca*s 
Writings; both in hia life>ttme and fince his death, have been treatei 
^th great feverity. It is certain Ms notions coneermng ciyU govemmcnc 
haye the moft pernicious tendency. But, notwitfailandij^ the errori m 
kia opinions are many and great, he will ever be efteeiked a man of Yerf~ 
cxtenfive genius.

He inftanced 
to me in Rats getting fuddled by the a(&ftance of their Tail, and fo 
oftentimes dropping into Butts of Malmfey— how Pack-horfet 
would drink Ale, and that as often as the Carrier, had they but 
voice to call, or money to pay for it«-that Monkeys, who imi- 
tate the ftrufhire of mankind, would participate any fort of liquor 
they faw another tafte before them— aud that Swine, whofe flelk 
comes neareft human, would never by their good wills touch 
amy Water, if (Irong liquors were before them s in which they 
delighted to fuch excefs, that IDavid's Sow was become a Proverb 
for her drunkennefs. I told him, thefe were particular inilances ; 
** but that Negroes, Indians, Mahometans, and a great part ot 
*' mankind, knoW t^t the ufe of Wine or vinous liquors, and 
•^ yet looked freiher and are much healthier than we," p. 27. i^e 
fiud, if by a black, fallow, or tawny complexion, I meant look* 
ing ^ fineiher or healthier,'* he would agree with me ; but other-*, 
wife he thought that Europe could fhew niddier cheeks and mm 
Tofy countenances, by the help of Ale, Wine, or Brandy, than any 
perfons in Africa or America could pretend to, by the ailiftance 
of Water and Tobacco.

PART of the Food of the beft inhabitants is " Poultry of 
^ " their own railing, as Ducks, Hens, Geefe, and Turkeys^ 

*< whi«h are fed with corn," p. 17. They are very careful in 
ti^ir education-; in fliort, I could obferve their Poultry lay eggs, 
ik upon them, hatch them, walk about the garden, and fee what 
, fihey can pick up, as Ants, Worms, Flies, loofe Grain, &c. ibid. 
I They hok) up their heads as tliey drink ; and their Ducks eat u^ 
I the dirt, ths^t children may go abroad, juft as they do in Holland, 
England, and other countries. But in Cajamsd they have << Muf- 
« covy Ducks, which come originally from Guinea ^ theie are 
<< iDXiii plentiful, and thrive extremely," p. 17. It flartled me a( 
£rft, to tlunk how ** Mufcovy Ducks" ihould come originally 
from Guinea ; till, confulting with a learned Negro, who prac- 
ticed Phyiick, he told me, <* That, many ages ago, tlie Emperor of 
Guinea trafficked with the Czar of Mufcovy. ; and that tliey changed 
thefe fort of Guinea Ducks for Snow and Ice to cool their liquors; 
and that Ice and Snow would be valuable commodities If carried 
there at prefent. He told me how ^much Guinea, and indeed all 
Africa, had been wronged, as to the original of Poultry, of which 
honour they had been robbed by other nations ; and that they had 
great injuilice done tlicm concerning Turkey Cocks and Turkey 
Hens, 'for that they were Guinea Cocks, or Numidian Cocks, or 
Africaii Cocks } and that (b mudi had been allowed by die 
learned Columella, who calls the Hen by the Name of Numidica 
an^ Africana ; and that the ingenious Martial, who; being a Spa- 
niard, might probably befl underAand the Fowls of his neigh- 
bouring continent, calls the fpotted Turkey the Numidica Gut- 
tata "i by fome it is called Garamantica, the Garam antes being a 
|>coplt ill tlie region of the Inward Libya^ So that all Authort 
agree that the t>riginal of tliefe Birds come from our country; 
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<n<I yet, becaufe the Carthaginians and PhotnicianSf thofe great 
nalters In the JLrt of Sailing, carried fome of them into Afia, to 
humour the luxury of Sardanapalus the lafl Monarch of Alfyiia; . 
and the Medes, upon Ivis death, transferring the Monarchy and 
this fort of Fowl together j in fome time after tliey came to l)e 
called Galli Medici. Alexander, in his Rxpedition into India, to 
flievr his grandeur, carried all rarities, and foracof thefc among 
the refl ; which propagated there to that degree, that tUcy had the 
general name of Indian Cocks, tlic French calling them fo to this 
day ; hut feveral of the Europeans, and the Englifli in particular,^ 
- ule us barbaroufly, in calling them Turkey Cocks, for they cannot 
.but l^now that the T^urks were an up-ftart handful of men ; and 
'that, coming from Scythia, they had more nojuon of Horfc'flcfh 
than any otlier dainties ; and that they bad no fettled feat ,of 
Empire till their .taking of Conftantinople, which was not rill 
jibout the year 14539 according to your Cbrifl^an reckoning. 
Pardon me, Sir, faid the Black Doflor, if the love of itiy poittt- 
try has made me fometUin^ too particular." I excufed him, as I 
hope my Reader will do me ; for I take the obfcrvaijon to be 
wholly new, and that it may xn time help to rectify rfie vulgar 
error concerning Turkey Cocks,- 

The next principal part of their fojod is Swine, fora^ of wh'..:h 
Tun wild in the woods. When thofc are " (liot, cut open, the 
^< Bones taken x>u.t, and the FlefL, gafhed on the infide into the- 
** Skin, filled with fait and expofed to the Sun, tUey ^re fgid to 
*< bejirhd" p. 16, 17. This gave me a more clear idpt of that 
threatening exprelTion ufed in feurope, ** I'll jirk your jacket ;" 
which carries greater terror with it than is generally apprehended. 
I* This is fo brought home by the Hunters to their mailers, and 
^' eats much as'Bacon if broiled on coalc," ibid. I had the curi- 
ofity to haye fome fried with Eggs, and fiill it "eat much as 
** Bacon ;" jhep bpiled with Herbj, then with Fowis, and flill it 
'* eat much as Bacon ;" fo that f couUl not attribute that tafte of 
Bacon to tlie Coals, but to fome " Baconic Particles in "Svvine^s 
" Flefli," which make it, when " falted, dried, and jirkcd, rather 
f< eat as Bacon ' than as red Herrings or dried Salmon. Tlup 
inhabitants liave ** other Swine," which lye in ^* Houfe* and 
'* Styes," p. 17; thefe are creatures of great ingenuity and faga- 
city, and obferve extraordinary ** order and dil'cipline." They 
^»rsl» 0U5 in the morning, ** feyeral hundreds of them together. 
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<* to feed on the fruits in the neighbouring woods j" which they 
do witli great civility and moderation. I haye often ** gone into 
** the woods, to fee thefe Swine, where they have occafioned 
•* me no fmall diverfion," ibid. The evening ceremony is thus 
performed : Their Steward, or principal fervant, having provided 
all thiifgs neceflary at tlieir ftyes, both for their repad .and their 
repofe, acquaints the Swine with it, by the blowing of ** a Conch 
** ihell, whofe found is like that of a trumpet. On the firft 
f* foun'd, they lift up their heads from the ground whete they are 
f ' feeding, and prick up their ears to hearken for the fecond ; as 
ff foon as ever they hear the fecond, they begin to make fome 
ff movements homewards ; on the third they run with all their 
** fpeed to the place where the Overfeer ufes to throw them corn. 
f* They feem to \ft as much, if not more, under difcipline than 
f* any Troops I ever faw j" ibid. I was relating this ftory to Dr* 
Van Slyboots^ before-mentioned, who had been a great Traveller, 
and had fpent much of his tinie in England. He told me, that 
their Swine there had fomething of this difcipline, but nothing 
equal to that of Cajamai ; that twice a day they were called to 
their food, which was Whej^ Butter-milk, or common Hog-walh ; 
that tlie ceremony was perfornaed by a Wench^^ who, with a flick 
ftriking upon a trough or pale, ufed to endeavour to reprcfent a 
<lrum, and then, with a Ihrill voice, cry, ** Come, Tig ; come, 
"Tig J come, Tig." That they never (laid, for the word of 
command, of " One, Two, Three, and away ;" but he that 
heard the firft found ran as if the Devil drove, and left tim to 
take the hindmoft. That they never complimented, as, *• Pray, 
*< Captain Swineface, help yourfelf. Where's the Silver Ladle 
** and a Soup-plate for -Colonel Porker's Lady? I will not he fo 
f* rude as to carve the Carrot-tops before Madam Pigfneyj" but 
all fall to like Hogs, and eat like Hogs. They tell us indeed of 
a place where Pigs play upon the Organs ; but I take it to bt 
JFabulous. One of tlieir Poets ^ has given them a laudable cha- 
racter: 

"So

In truth, he endeavours to make their amour come little fliort -of 
that of Dido and iEneas, in the Firil Book of that incomparabte 
Poet Virgil. But the Ladies of Bayonne have found out the ex« 
cellency of tliis creature, and tlierefore (as it is recorded .in <' XIk 
** Lady's Travels into Spain S") they adorn them with ribbons^ 

in his ** Rehearfal/* which had ,a confiderable eflfeft tn reforming the 
^ge. Ic wat finiihed before the end of 1664 ; when the poet, w&o wia 
•drawn for Sir Robert Howard^ had the name of Bilboa. Bat, the great 
fligtae and othnr accidentt haidng prevented its being afled before 167 r» 
the name was changed from Silboa to Bayes, and the whole artHlcry of 
die ADthor*8 wit wat leveled at Mr. Drydeo. He is faid to have bees 
aiBfled in this comedy by Dr. Sprat, Mr. CUflford, and the cel«brated 
author of Httdtbras.— The Duke was born January 30, 1627, the year 
before his father's aflaffioation. After many fufferings in the royal caufc^ 
he folipited one of the daughters of Cromwell in marriage j but was mor- 
tified with a denial. He afterwards married the only daughter of lord 
Fairfax ; and wsis foon committed to the Tower by the Protedor* On 
tiie Reftoratiofr, he was at firft flighted by the Kiog } but the charms of 
his wit and converfation foon prevailed, and he was appointed a lord of 
the bedchamber. la May i638| he purchafed the office of mailer of the 
fcorfe; Jooe 7, 167 1, was inftalled ehaooellor cf Cambridge, and waa 
deprived of that office in 1674* He died, in contempt and mifery, April 
16, 1688 s a melancholy example of the proftitotion oi ulents. His end

is migh^ Teem a Aory, but I hav^ been credibly affured b^ a 
worthy Colonel^ that. the ♦* Wild Dogs in Cajamai," p. 67, 
keep an admirable oeconomy; and that, without tlie ailiftance of 
any human perfon» they ufed to hunt of themfelves the cattle 
that were in the woods ; and at night, when one of the <' Red 
V Dogs, called a Bulk, began to howl, he was anfwered by the 
" others in the woods, who came from all quarters to him, an4 
" tlien went orderly about to take their Supper," p. 67. Thcfe 
rnftanccs of Wild Dogs and Swine, with others that I could give, 
might convince us of the rationality of th?fe creatures ; and ihcw 
that tl\eir qpconomy is better, in i?lking their ^uppers orderly, 
than of fuch animals ^s fit up all ^ight drinking of\Punch, or 
playing at BaiTft or Qmbre» and uke what they pall Supper when 
it is a more proper time to go to Breakfs(il. 

The Breakfaft of the, inhabitants in Cajamai is ** Chocolate, 
«* which is v^ed by all fpns of people at all times, but chiefly in 
V a morning. It feems to be nourifliing, chicjly by its Oilinefs^; 
1* and by the Eggs mixed with it to be rendered more fo," p. ao. 
Sometime^ I have thpught it " hard of digpftion," otliertimes 
i\ tp be a whole fome Food,'* ibid, but of this I am certain hy 
^nnany experiments, " tliat Chocolate colours the Album Graecun^ 
i\ of xhok feeding on it of a dirty colour."

Climates. 

1 Found Heat in Cajamai to be very flaggative of Candles } and 
therefore the << nicefl fort of people/* efpecially the Ladic$» 
f* were^eGrous of Wax Tapers;" becaufe, through *^ the heat of 
*^ the Air, Tallow Candles were often fo rcry foft as not to be 
*' able to ftand upright witlidut falling or doubling down. Butter 
^* is likewife as foft there^ as wheoit is half melted in Holland,'* 
p. lo; and confequently cannot be kept from turning to Oilf 
without great judgement in tlie Cook-maid. 

I find all Authors to agree concerning the efre£i$ of Heat in the 
Torrid Zone upon Butter and Tallow Candles ; but I cannot 
agree with them concerning Lice. I know '^ it Is a. conraioiily- 
'< received opinion by fome ingenious men, that Lice die oi^ 
^* change of the Winds, or pafljng the iEquator ; and jhat on the 
** South of the Tropick of Cancer are none to be found i hot 
f* rhis notion is. certainly falCe, for altliough I tliink the great 
** fwearings and little apparel of the inhabitants and travellers of 
^ the Tourid Zone occafion lefs didurbance from this fort of 

Vermin $ yet Indians, Moors, and Europeans, are fybje^ to 

them, though they be not in fo great plenty as in more Northern 
^* countries, where the inhabitants fwe^t lefs, and go better 
<^ cloathed, in the plies of which apparel thofe creatures find good 
" fheltcr." To this purpofe may fervc the ftory of Starchaterus^ 
a famous Prinefc apd Giant of the North,, who, in a Journey lie 
bad taken to his MilVefs, in a great Tborm of fnow, to (hew the 
hardinefs of his conditution, the greatnefs of his mind, and 
contempt of cold, fat down by a mountain, to encounter the 
innumf^rable eneniies that lay ;n ambufcade in his Doublet, as we 
find in the moit s^uthentic Runic Hiftories. 

The Dog-days are (* intolerably hqt and unhealthy • few people 
^ find themfelves perfectly well and eafy>" p. iQ, Tlus was ob* 
fervable^ even amongfl the Ancients, who, Jiotwithftanding their 
ignorance in Natural Hiftory, complained of the '< Sirius ardens,'^ 
or the parching heat of tlie Dog-ftar; as likewife by the mofl 
vulgar Almanack-makers, who teH us when the Dog-days begin, 
j^xd what is likely to proceed fron^ their fatal influencjc.

The heat of the counter 4>«0dadea very fbrange effe£b upon 
their Liquors. ** Wine brought hither mufl be kept cool ; and 
•••will for alHhat'ienlaih but a fihall time, without being prick jl 
*' and turning four. Cycler, Beer, sind Ale, when bottled, huff 
**'ahd fly li\' this ftrarrge cKmate/'p. 28. So that the Natives and 
liidiftns, ^^n they fee fuch a prodigious deal of Froth come out^ 
#»jkfer extremely how it ever came to be flowed in fo fmall a 
vdflfti* "It feems to me dfiit it iKould be very tinhealthfui t»

*< difeafed body muft be foon buried 5 tliey ufually bury twelve 
" hours after death, at all times of the day and night," p. 48; 
fo that tlie melancholy obje6b of the corpfe is foon removed from

that, through the ftrength of her Patiehts imaginations, ihe per- 
formed incredible cures j and that, many years after, the fame 
Gentleman, being forced to come to London for relief in a difle'm- 
per, had this famous Lady brougiit to him by the iinportumfy of 
fiiends ; and that the tight of her, and the recollefdon. of the 
former paiTages, made him fall into fuch a fit of miith and l^ugh- 
■ ter^ as contributed mightily . to his cure^ and .made, the- Do^^^ 
in fome meafure abK to recompenfe her Benefa£kor. So I foun^ 
that ^ my medicines had the better ^)peration, when I had brought

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the country, fo neither are ** Liquid Laudanum, DecoCkiim

Cities. It is with much difficulty that we hridle the tongues of 
Nurfes, Mid wives, and Chamber-maids, unleis oftentimes we give 
them Jiigher fees than we and our fervants get from the Under* 
takers. I find the generality of men to be eafily quieted ; and 
that, upon the death of their Fathers who held plentiful Eftates, 
Grandmothers and Mothers that had large jointures. Wives either 
cxpenfive or difagreeable, they have great rcfignation, in duly (ub- 
mitting to whatever is difpenfed tp them by the means of the Phy- 
iicians ; but Parents parting with their only Children, Clergymen 
and Cudom-houfe Officers Widows who lofe their maintenance 
with their hulbands, are in fuch cafes the moft cenforious and 
uncharitable, not to fay unchrifUan, in tlieir ezpredions concern* 
ing perfons of our profeflion. 

. I had one patient, named Ifaac^ who was a difmal inilance of 
infidelity. ** He had a vomiting and loofenefs, which had been 
^ violent upon him, and weakened him confiderably. I gave 
** him Liq. Laud, and Sp. CC. I thought iiim very well reco- 
** vered ^ but he, on the contrary, thought himfelf very ill, and' 
** that he (hould cenainly die of this illnefs. I faid, I could find 
** NO DISEASE. He faid, he was fure, fay what I could, 
ff THAT HE WOULD NOT RECOVER. As he faid, fo he did; 
** for he died, being very morofc $ and feemcd to have no dif« 
'< temper upon him, but fullennefs and melancholy," p. 130.

' ^ A name become proverbial, from Fiancis Spira, a learned counfcllor 
of repute at Citadella in Italy, in thie middle of the fixteeQtk cehtury. This 
wretched man, the father of cleten children, was educated in the komiih 
faith, and continued in that commonion till he was 44 years old. He is 
find te hate acquired a plentifol eft^te by corrupting juftice, and other in!- 
qaitoaf pradicet; but, mcetinf with feme treatifesof Wickli£fe, he b^ 
came feofibk of hit crimes, and commenced a zealous teacher of that 
fgeat Reformer*! dodrinc. At t^e end of 6x years, being cited before the 
F»pc*s Legate at Venice, he waa prevailed upon to fign an inftrument of

^fqes> and making my bows, &c. hut, as I was getting on horfe* 
back (for in that town I was forced to tide from door to doot 
to my patients) an out-cry tyas made, that the Lady of the 
hdufe was dying.

. *< had^ fallen into violent Hyfleric Fits," p. 96. It feems flie had 

^ been Very laviih of her tongue^ That the curfed Dutch Dog and 
fometinies Do£tor had cut h^r child to pieces, tore out its heart 
blood, and .^iven it poifon ; and that fhf would be the death of 
him.. . I considered whether the provocation was not fo great a& 
that I might have let her gone after him ; but companion made 
ine give her ^twenty drops of Sal Arriioniac, and let her " fraell 
** to my bdttle of Volatile Salt, which was only half full, wliereby^ 

. ** there being particles ready to iffue out in plenty, the feiifories 
*< were irritated^ and the fits- taken off." Though fuch language 
j^d pafEon dxight to be c«!rre£led ; yet fince tliey proceed more 
from ignorance and iU«breeding, and want of c'onverfatioti.with 
the Learned ratl^r than jmalice, Death may feem to be too fevere 
a puniibment.

«< incoherently, and died. A Gentlejna^, toUCh given to vehcry

<< Ibmding Bliftering, &c. Ihe, after falling into cold fweats, died/*

Here, I confefs, may have appeared a large (cene of morta- 
lity, and fufficient to have depopulated a fmall Plantation. How- 
ever, it demonftrates my former propofition, concerning the he- 
ceflity which a Phyiician has of looking out for good Church- 
yards for liis Patients. 

But now, to come to fbme of the Cures I have eflre6(ed, I maf 
be bold to fay, that no perfon has made more ufe of Water-gruel, 
Cliickenrbroth, Betony, Sage \ and Rofemary-tea, nor with better 
eife6k than myfclf. I may likewife boail of my improvement of 
the life of Feathers in the cafe of Vomiting. 

I cured Mrs. BuUer, '< of troublefome fancies and chimeras m 
" her thoughts, amongft otb^r things, by the Sage and Rofemary- 
** tea which I gave her. A fanguine Major, who had debauched 
" in Brandy for feveral days and nights, without reft, fent for 
" me. He complained of a giddintfs in his head, and a fluttering 
^ at his hean : I gave him Betony, Sage, and Rofemary^tea { fd 
^ his diftemper wrought off by degrees of itfelf, by temperat* 
•* living," p. 109. 

In like manner Mrs. .B ■ ■ , ** on drinking too much wine, 
f* fell into a vomiting, and goiltag to (lool very often. I ordered 
<' her a great deal of very ifhin Chicken Broth, and, after a fufli- 
** cient evacuation, and a draught in the evenings ihe was perfe£lly 
"well," p. 113. "A gentlewoman, Mrs.——, was troubled 
^ with the Belly-ach, by drinking Brandy and (bong Liquors 5 
*« I cured her with Broth, Water-gruel, &c." p. 11 8. 

I had feveral Patients that I called my Pellet-merchants, 9JX 
which I cured by the fore-menrioned fpecificks. <* Mrs, Buller

** put into her throat/ p. 9S> as I had done to Sir Henry Muftanf 
and others, p. 93 i and afterwards ^ i^as perfe£^ly welL *' 1 
** cured a Turner of his Pellets by much Water-gruel, And 
*< a Taylor by tlie hvca^ medicine^ though his Pellets wei-e as hard 

*^ as ftwifes/^ p* 114^ 

I had great fuccefs with *' a- Laundry-maid, who was troubled 
" witli a Pruritus, or Itch j I cured tcr with Brimftone :** by 
which I found a wonderful alteration between her " fingers,^ 
" which before were uneafy, both by their itching aiid unfeemli* 
** nefs;'* it being a difeafe the moft improper that could be fov » 
perfon of her profeffipn. 

*' I cured a Cooper, by fending him from his Wife ; for, he 
*^ having a gteat pain in his Stomach, I doubted whether the 
** Compredion in congreffu might not deprefs the Sternum, and 
*< make him worft ; he being worfe every morning when at home^- 
^ and better when at fea abfcnt from his wife,*' p. 1 1 7. I have 
^und the fame prefcription very prevalent, vvhere married per- 
ibhs have been troubled with difcontentSy pee<vi/bnefs^ or jeahuj^, 
'I was as fortunate in my applications to **one Reft, a Negr^ 
'< woman, who ufed to tend children ; ihe grew melancholy, mo« 
^ XY)fe, taciturn, and by degrees fell into a perfe£k mopiflinefs or 
** ihipidtty ; if fhe v^'as bid to do any thing, ihe would foi^t itj 
^ for inAsuice, put a broom in her.hand to fweep the houfe, there 
i** ihe ilood with it looking o& the ground. By cupping, ^oml^- 
^ ing, and jalap, 1 made hei* i^ir the brooili^, fweep the hpufe, do* 
** as ihe was bid, and tend the children," p. 1 14. 

I pleafed one of my Patients, Mr. Doe, whom I ^ad ,** ic-^ 
** Ikved of tlie Belly-ach. I ^ihed him- to avoid taking away 
** any Blood, or making ufe of Phyfick ; and tliat he ihould take 
*^. an exa^ care of his diet, tliat it were eafy of digeiHon/ and 
** pleafant to hi& palate. To ti^fe lafl prefcriptions he i^adily 
** agreed, and 1 heard no more of him," p. 129. Whenever 1 
made ufe of the inethod bcfote-mentioned, my Patients never died 
under my liands. 

- One of my moft complete fucccfics was with " a Servant," for 
whom I had designed <* burnt-Wine and an Opiate : his Miflreft''

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001 women will l>e tampering) " Jbad ^ren him a VomlC| which 
V worked with him till he was feized with a Cjramp." Upon this^ 
ftit was frightened, thought fhe had killed him ; and in this lafl 
csxtremitjT, as people then usually bethink themfelves of a Phy- 
cian, ihe fent for me. I ordered him burnt Wine, and defigned 
to have given him an Ofjate j '' but he was well witlK>ut it.*' 

1 had many extraordinary cafes, amongA which I muft reckon 
d»is as one : .*< About the month of September, in the year 1708, 
^' CoAUit Dltpna-s fa^ly were taken very ill of continual violent 
^' Fev^nty one after another being feized till it it went round the 
** whole houfe i it ufually invAded tliem without any apparent 
** caufe," p. 31, or at leaft a very Cmall one. Rfy Lady's Wo- 
fpaan, being called in hafte, ran with her mantua unpinned, and 
bad it an hour after. The Uttie Page fell into it immediatelyv 
becaufe the Houfekeeper did not give him Cake for his Breakfaft 
|U(i: v^n be afked &r it. Mrs. Bridget pok it, becaufe ihe was 
^rd^ped x» mill the Chocolate when it was Mrs. Chiiftian's bufi* 
l^fs 10 do it, p. 57. L« Roache and Valiere, two rival Footmei^ 
were taken iU out of complaifancc to Sufati the Laundcy-mai4, 
who fell ikk of it, p* 48; <* I myfetf had it^ a^d could not ailign 
** any caufe, if noit being a little un^^vered ia die night by thp 
/.< ilyeets falling off." But we all recovered. 

I had a remarkable cafe : X was called '< to a Tavern-keeper's 

•'< wife." I found her ^^ taken with a Lethargy, inclining to an 

** Apoplectic Fir ; oa very violeut irritations, ihe would lift up 

' ^* her £ye*lids» but would not fpeak. I ordered her to be bled 
i* and bUfteied ; I gave her Diagridium and Drops of Sal Armpi* 
'< niac ; then I ordered pne to hold a bottle of Volatile Salt 10 
<< her nofe, and a Snuff to be given her^ of Maijoram, Betony,and 
** White Hellebore. I flill proceeded.'* Now^ to fee the wonder- 
ful operation of thefe Medicines; the Drops^ the Bottle, and tibe 

■ Snuff! The Gentlewoman was " about forty, fat, and phlegma- 
** tic,'' juft upon her failing into tliis '' Lethargy a&d Apoplc^y^ 

- ** Fit." During my operations^ I was often interrupted by two 
or three old women : Lord, Sir, do^npt butcher tlie poor woman 
fo ; ihe is only a little overtaken with a quart or two of Brandy 
more than ufutal.; ftay but till we have drunk three or four foowlf 
of Punchy and ihe will come to herfelf ; ihe has been often fo, 
j^n^ r^o harin came of it, ** By the help of what J had given l|e^

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^ fMf {he went tx> ftool in the bed ; then her bliflers rde, and then 
** Ihe fneezed, and ^yas heard to cry, Oughi Ougbl three or four 
*« timc$." Sotne of her neighbours aficed me, if it were not pro- 
per Ihe fhould be ihifted ? To which, after due confideration, I 
agreed, and prefcribed fome Frankincenfe to be burnt }n the' 
rooni. By plying her hard for two days, fhe looked up, nay more, 
could ** fay a word or two, as Drj^ Beer^ Drtuk, and call for the 
"pot to make water J " afterwards " flie grew better, but fhvst 
** her eyes ; and, being morofe, would take nothing, and fliut her 
'' eyes. I threatened to get a pan of coals, and bum her with 
*' them on her head ; which fo alarmed her, that (he took things.** 
I heard afterwards, that, as ihe grew fober, ihe grew well, 'and that 
her morofenefs of temper proceeded chiefly from her being aiharaed 
of what ihe had done. But ihe perfectly recovered of that 
drunken fit, by the aforefaid remedies. 

I had an inllance of the ill efife^ of not taking remedies in the 
order they were prefcribed, in one Broomlieldi ** He had a 
«* Vomiting and Loofenefs, by drinking to % great hdght in Ca«- 
"nary; I gave him Liq.-Laud. and fome other things; but be 
"being fomething morofe and ill-natured, and at other times 
" phrenetic, and fo not taking his medicines as he ought, in ibi»e 
" time he died,*' p. 14a. 

I was more than ordinarily farisfied by the good fuccefs I had 
concerning Hogs Puddings. "A Hog being boikd; the Bloody 
** kept fofheihing too kng^ was made into • Black*puddings $ ie* 
•• veral 6f the perfons eating theili were taken ili of- a Vomiting. 
" Being bailed^ upon enquiry I conckifded the>Pudduigsrto bethe 
** daufe ; and, to tbllow the motion ofNature, gave them a Vomit, 
"to difcharge the caufe^ efpecially coniidcring die Puddings 
" were fcarce out of* the ilomach ; upon Vomiting and a Cordial 
" Draught, they all recoveted," p. 9a. I «found: feveral things 
dubious in this' cafe : Firil, whether they were " furfeited, or pcM- 
" foned ?•' Secondly, whether Nature would not JMye difcharged 
the caufe if I had not been called ? Thirdly, • what ihould be t&e 
reafon, " Why fome ihould be violently ill, and others who had 
** eat of them ihould not complain at all I** ' lattribute this laf^ 
to the averiion diat ordinary perfons generally 'bear to Phyfick» 
and that they ditirft not complain, as being- more afraid of the 
Po6tor than tlieiPnifon. As to the law^lnefs of eating B^af k.

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I found an excellent Receipt to cUre a melancholy roorolk

Cdl^tEl^TTS OF THE t^dYAGfE. 
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The hiftofy of Dr. Sachevcrell affords a vcf y ftriking example 
ot the folly and madnefs of party, which could exalt an obfcute 
individual, poirefled of the loweft talents, to an height of popularity 
tliat the prefent times behold with wonder andfd&nifhment. H^ 
vas the Ion of a clergyman at Marlborough, and received part of 
his education at that place. From thence he was fcnt to Magda- 
leit College, Oxford, of which he was chofen a fellow i and mcfc 
became known to Mr. Addifon^ who addrefTed to him his poem 
intituled ** An Account of the grcatcft -Enghlh Poets," dated Apr. 
3, 1694.' His firfl preferment was Cannock, in the county of 
Stafford* He' was afterward appointed chaplain of St. Saviouri 
^quthwark. While in this flation, he preached his famous Ser- 
mons, at Derby, Aug. 15, 1709 ; and at St. Paul's, Nov. 5, in the 
fame year j and in one of them was fuppofed to point at lord Go- 
dolphin, under the name of Volpone. It has been fuggefted that 
to this circumftance, as much as to the do£^rines contained in his 
Sermons, he was indebted for his profecution, and eventually his 
preferment.' He was' impeached. by the houfe t>f commons ; «d 
his trial began Feb'. 17, 1709-10 ; and continued until the 23d of 
>Iarch, when he was fentenccd to a fufpenfion from prcachinefor 
three years, and his two Sermons were ordered to be burnt. This 
ridiculous profecution ovenhrew the Miniftryy and laid the 
foundation of his fortune. He very foon after was prefented to a 
living near Shrevvfbury $ and in the fame month that his fufpcn- 
iiop end£4> had the valuable rectory of St. Andrew Hplbprn given 
Wnby the queen. At that time his reputation was fo high, that he 
was enabled to fqllthe firfl. Sermon preached after his fentenceex- 
pircd for thcjum of ,C» 'oo. We find by Dean Swift's Letters that 
he \rtid "aVo irttereft enough with the Mmiftry to provide very am- 
, ply for one of his brotiicrs. After the acceliion of king George, 
ViC hear little of "him except by quarrels with his pariihioners, tl- 
though he was much fufpeQed to be concerned in Atterbury*$ 
Plot. He died June 5, 1 7241 *n^ by his will bequeathed to biftop 
Atterbury^ then in exile, who was fuppofed to have penned -hif 
^efcnc^ tor h)m> the fuih of £. 500.

The moft 
oonfiderable of his writings are his ** Catholic Theology," and his 
« Saints Evcrlafting Reft.*'— «« A Shove to heavy-arfcd Chriftians,'* and 
*' Eyes and Hooks for Unbelievers Breeches," with Tome other trafts 
under equally ludicrous tivlcs, were fathered on him by L'Eftrange, 
—He was a man fiimous for Weaknefs of body and ftrength of mind j 
for having the ftrongcft fenfe of religion bimfclf, and exciting a fcnfe of 
k in the thoughtlefs and profligate j for preaching more fcrmons, en- 
gafpngin iporc controverfies, and writing more books, than any other Noh* 
aooformiftofhis age. He fpoke, difpoted, anB wrote, with eafe $ and 
difcovered the fame intrepidity when he reproved Cromwell and expoiHi« 
lated with Charles II, as when he preached to a congregation of mecha* 
nica. His seal for rel'gion was extraordinary ; but it feems never to 
have prompted him to fattion, or carried him to enthufiafm. This cham- 
pion of the Pre(byterians was the common butt of men of every other 
religion, and of thofe who were of no religion at all. But this had 
very little ♦«ff*e£l upon him j his prefcnce and firmnels of mind on no 
occaiion forfook him. He was juft the fame man before he went into a 
prifon' (where he was committed by Jtftcrics in 1685), while he was ia 
it, and when he came out of it^ and maintained an uniformity of cha« 
rafter to the laft gafp of lifc.—See more of him in Granger, 
k {See hereafter, the note in p. 190.

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ecrtainlyhc and his abettors all along intended a tumult, but one 
of their own kidney. They knew the advantage of it in the trial 
of poor Strafford ^, and the execrable attempts upon king Chaflct 
die Firft ; and therefore Ben was pitched upon to blow the horn, 
to hollow the hounds together, to loo them full cry at Monarchy 
and the Teachers of Non-refiftance. He was to tell the people, 
*' that tliey were the original of government j that kings and

all that Were difcovered. They were- afterward tried at {ht Old B^ey 
for High Treafon ; and, being found guilty, received fentence of death : 
but, as a very able writer, Sir Michael Foiler, obferves, her Majesty's 
newadvifers did not chufe to have tbe dawn of their adminlAration Aaioed 
ivith the bk>od of Dr. SachevereU's al>Iefi advocates. They were there- 
fore pardoned ; and Damaree, who was One of the Queea*s Watermed, 
vat reftofcd to his badge and livery, which he wore until her Majefty*s 
death. 

^ On the 3d of May, 1641, an armed mob, led by Cornelius Bui^gefs, 
a Puritan Doftor of Divinity, went to Weftminfter, crying out <* Juftice 1 
*' Juftice !- againft the earl of Strafford. They rifled Weftroiniler Abbey, 
and infulted the king at Whitehall ; and when thf juilicei of peace 
would have committed fome of them, they were themfelvet comnuttcd 
by the commons, who had incited the infurredion.*-:The earl, who was 
great from his honours and preferments, but greater in and from iumk^t 
pleaded his own caufe, with a clearnefs and ftrength of reafon, that oiaft 
liave cleared him in any court but fuch as were determined to condemn 
him. When he faw that the force of argument was not likely to prevail, 
he had recoorfe to the pathetic, of which he was a great mafter, ^ Such 
were the powers of his eloquence, that many, who fincerely hated thf 
prime minifter, as fincerely pitied the man.

« patiently;" flic found her doftrines difputcd, her difeipline 

not minded, and her fupreme head, the Queen, infulted and 

a Suppofed to. be Sir Thomas Parker^ afterward earl of MacctetficIiL 
I tbvfed: 
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llmfed: in fhorr, ihe found that both fufTered great abatement 
of their reputation and grandeur at home and abroad ; yet ihe 
did not immediately exen herfelf ; (he was prevailed upon, by 
fpecious pretences of peace, to fit ftillj " tliat thus far they 
** would go, and no farther ;" that they would fdon return en- 
tirely into her bofom, and raife her to her primitive luftre 
and glory, over which at prefent the " neccflity of affairs" forced 
them to draw fome veil and ihadow : ihe acquiefced, Ihe fub- 
mitted, becaufe ihe was cpunfeled to it by thofe whom iht 
thought her beil and choiCeil offspring ; and particularly be- 
caufe her principles taught her to be mild and peaceable j t6 
believe folemn proteftations and declarations ; and to hope that, 
in the end, •* ail things would work togetl\er for her good." 
For thefc reafonsj we bore you, we endured you, we fuffercd 
you : tfut when you grew impudent upon conccilions ; when 
you hoifted our condefcenfions into property and riglit indif- 
putable; when you attempted ** to bind the ftrong mah," be* 
caufe he indulged you a place in his territories ; it was time 
for us then to make ufc of thofe weapons, with which the 
government had armed us, and our Religion given us leave to 
xombat : the weapons I fpeak of are our votes and fufFrages 
in all ele6tions of magifbrates and reprefentatives in parliament ; 
b^ thefe we quell the fa6lious, cruih the feditious, and quench 
the fire of the Fanaticks* fiiry 5 by removing thofe from power, 
that intrigue with the two former, and give fuel and ilrong 
wind to bl6w up the latter : and ( tTianks be to God, that, by his 
vifible help, we have ufed them fo fuccesfuUy of late) my re- 
membrance does not regale my foul with any thing more agree- 
able and pleafant, than when it recounts to me what 1 have feen, 
heatxl, and done, within thefe laft three or four months. It was 
a noble entertainment, to fee the fons of the Church of England 
rouzed from their lethargy, to fee the foporifcrous draughts of 
moderation fpued up and ufelefs j it made ray heart glad, to 
'behold the becoming fpirit of BurgeiTes, the noble ardor of the 
Citiaens, and the univerfal zeal of the Freeholders, in all their 
i^pe^^ve ele6^k>ns. How did every good man exuk and 
triumph 1 How ftrangely were ouir fouls enlarged and lifted up, 
,when we law the proud Whig laid now, and the haughty- 
Fanatick humbled ! The young men were exceeding glad at 
this << rebuilding tlie temple/' and tlie old men were phafed,

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Mm ears had heard them-^-the indignation thftt would naturally 
nfe in any bread that had the lead aicquaintance with honouif 
and virtue was fhrangely over-ruled, and even juilled out of injr 
mind, by an immediate refle£lion upon the ilate and condk io o ^ 
the Clergy of the Church of England. To what unhappy cir- 
cumilances are they reduced, when fuch falfe brethren are via* 
kntly obtruded upon them ! when fo many Anomala*s, fo many 
unaccountable Heteroclites, are found in their holy order, which 
ufed'to be fo regular and fo coniiftent ! When the Gown is ftained 
with fo many indelible fpots and blemiihcs, there mufl be very 
gnat abatements of that honour and efteem, which their high 
office gives them a peculiar claim to. With what face can they 
blame tlie Laity for withliolding from them a part of that re- 
verence and refpe£l: which is their due, when there are found

furfeft vwiy to prcfervc it. 

How often have I heard many of them enlarge, with much 

malice, upon the dories of this book ! drefs up the Do£lor in all 

the frightful colours of Tyranny and Popery, and the blacked 

habits of wickednefs and vice !

I profefs, I almoft envied the happy way he 
has of delivering hirafclf to thcqi upon this fubjc^b ; I have Iteard 
him recount to them the long fcries of favours that they have 
conferred upon him from his alnioft diildhood till now } and he 
apknowledges the vail del>t to them» with fo liecoming an adUrefs^ 
in a manner fo fuitable to the occafion, that it was as great a 
plcafure to me to hear him own his obligations, as it was to his 
good Benefafkors to lay him under them.

A^id this is the cafe of Dr. SacheveielL He has talcen upon 
him, as almoil aU Chiiftendom has done, and it may be JgrvettU 
cmlamo, with fome afperity of expreilion, to contradL^ his Lord* 
Slip, to play Antiquity againft Novelty^ and to go farther tha» 
Holland or Geneva for the ancient dated do£)!rines of tlie Chxifliaa 
Churchy and the old eiliblifliccl difciplinc of it. 

I have heard the Do£tor fpeak very gratefully of that Blikop, 
as indeed he does of all to whom he is obliged. But, I muft 
own, when we urge the injury he has done the Cliurch, and coi*» 
tinues ftill to do,:tlie publick has fo much the fuperiority of in* 
tared in every generous Bread, that it is not poihble to keep our- 
felves within thofe limits which I know you men of temper and 
moderation wouJd prefcribe to us.

To. I do not care if they were fi (hut out. I am clearly of 
tlie opinion of thofe gentlemen ; I am for wididrawing myfetf 
from all fort of commerce with thenLr.* ihey hate you upon prin* 
ciple { and tliink they do God good fervtce, if they can cheat 
you i in a word, fas ^ ei ab boflt ihcirif I will learn to fi^it of 
my enemy. Nothing has done the DifTenters more fervioe,* than 
dealing only with one another, where it can poflibly be done* I 
know one that obferves this pra£lice fo rcligiouAy, that he will 
not touch either food or raiment, that was not bought in the flu^ 
of a Fanatick. They will fend for the lead triflje to the other 
end of a long ftreet to one of their own crew, when the very 
next neighbour, a Churchman, has it to fell : nay, I have known , 
one of them almoft fpue at the light of an ungodly Mince-pye, 
'and immediately devour it like a Cormorant, when die good wo^ 
man told him, *' Honed Mr. Such-an-one, who comes often to our 
<< Meeting, was the maker.*' If a Tory had had a Finger in the 
Pye, it would have been fuperilitious, and forbidden meat i and fo 
•powerful is the touch of a Saint in this refpe£^, that fuperftition 
.and interdiction are taken off by it ; and what that has fandiiied, 
mud not be refufed, or edeemed unhallowed. Afk them why 
. they are thus narrow-fouled ? why they confine their dealings 
and their charity to one another ? They will tell you, that they 
©nly " love as brethren;" they mud help one another; St.

To. No } I can give you the lie out of this^ p. $ x he charges > 
the Church (and you know who is tlie Head of it, and that the 
prefent Minifters of State are true, and not Qceaiionaly Members 
of it) with Tyranny and Arbitrary Power; that every man's li« 
berty and property is infulted, that no one is fure evtn of the 
teeth in his head { that High-church Tyranny, that is, the prefent 
Adminiihratiofl, is worfe than Nero's or Diocletian's. This, I 
think, is a note beyond £la. I am fure, if a man lafl winter had 
dared to fay tliis, with tlie alteration of Low fo/r High, the Com- 
mons of Great Britain would have employed Jacob Tonfon'a- 
preides a fecond time p. The fellow is confcious to himfclf, that ' 
no man eileems him, that he may fay or do what he pleafes t for 
aay Jury upon earth will bring him in Norn eompot.

Wh. 1 pVpteflr, you are too fevere : fuch iften as you jro^ 
eiioragk to fire the nation! You mifrepreftnt the Diltenters ex- 
^tedinglyj they have no ill defigAs upon the prefc'nt.Eiflablilh- 
ment either in Church or State : they would not willingly,' i 
fuppofe, be opprefled by either ;' they feadily fubmit, provided 
the terms of their fubje6lion be agreeable to the laws of God 
atid the Realm. 

To. I deny that. They always difowned any fubjeftion ; they

is one proof that the Tory Clergy do not meet in their Clubs to 
talk Politicks, rail at their Governors, and plot againlt the 
Crown, as your FaSiou would iniinuate.

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but by his iodefadgable and ioioiiuble Writings aga^oft the 
Pap'ifls. His ** Origines Sacrx** is one of the foremofl of his 
peiformanccs ; but whoever a£5nns> that it is not 9vei^burthened 
with quotations, and that all of them can be foupd in the placet 
to] Which the Reader is dlre^cd ; whoever believe^ that that r 
B:5ok has not the failings naturally attending an umverfid Scholar ;

aniong them. 

In this manner indeed Pr. Sacheverell and all pf us diff give 
ourfelvcs leave to talk of thofe great men. It is true, the ImpUr 
cits amoQgd'us were a little flartled at thefe common obje&onsy 
but were' at la{l appeafed to pur unanimous concluding refolution, 
that they were both the greateflmtn of their age, in their different 
ways ; and that the Church of England could not pay any honour 
to their memories, which their great fcrvices and merits did not en- 
title them to.

were delivered to him, the Bifhop difmif!ed the Doflor with this 
cbmplimenty ** That he wifbed it had been to the befl Living in 
•* hb Dioccfe.'* This account I have heard confirmed by the 
Reverend Mr. Price, Maflcr of th^ Free School m St. Mary Axe, 
yHhiO was then Ainannenfts to hrs Lordfhip, and an ear-witnefs of 
what paf!bd f. The Biftop retained his good opinion of the I>o6\or 
fer focne time ; and there was t correfpondence between them, 
which the Doctor valued himfelf very much upon, till his Lord- 
i»ip thotight himlelf too freely dealt with in a Book, intituled, 
•* The Chara&rof a Low Churchman,** faid to be written by 
the Dd^r ( but he never yet owned it : it was printed without a 
Kame at 6rfl ; and this litfl Editkm of it, with hh Pi£ture and 
Ksme before, was printed without his knowledge or confent, and 
in ids abiencc from town ; and therefore I fee no c^lrgations upon 
«ne to vindicate Dr. Sachevereli from any charge which that 
Book lays him open to, till I become afi\xredj or know from the; 
J)6ftor, th|it he wrote it. 

One word more. He owed no Canonical obedience to the Bi* 
Ibcip as his Ordinary ; for Cannock >, to which he was ordained, 
was' not under his Jarif<]i£tion, but a Peculiar of the Dean and 
Chtpicr ol l^chM^y and the DoAor did n^t hScs lAtaftH U> 
tiic ]%ilio{> to be ofdained by Mm as his Biikop or Ordinary;

IT is fai4 of*Hcnfy F^^ o( rtrarice, great grahdfatjicr to Iver prc- 
fcnt Imjdlf of Great BVitain, that lie was un grmtd' Roi fan^ 
favori, a great King'yi^ittiotit' i Pdvoarke. And" a more elcflriqus 
jcharaftcr cintOl^ b4* givtJrt c$f a" prince ; for it fKippbfes him fuf-

^uiinus then was a native of Gaul ; but fo mean and obfcuKPik. 
^at none of the Hiflbrianc have been able to deduce hts- pedig^«« n 
and* we find little mention of him till he was made Captain- o^ 
fhe Guards to Tiieodoiius tlK Great. It is probable, hk beglllr 
nifig in the military firvic^ was much lower, and more fuirabie td. 
his extraction ; but by what vvays and means^ he was adva»ce<l- 
from then> into this poil» we are. not told« Perhaps they w^re tco 
Jlagrant to b« named-; hqvvrever that be,. he at laft becan»e'pramicc 
"Miiiif^er and fole Favourite* 

He had all the endowments and advantaged Nature could^ gi^w? 
)>im, except that of birth. His perfon, according to NiceplxvUt^ 
was taU and beacitifulf his tamper 60fnpor«d and iedatte ; his ad- 
4refs fmoQth and affable ; his converfation lubtle aB^in^miau%i]|f|. 
wliich fitted him, wonderfully for th« iaitFiguee of a Couit : ftw' 
his elevation quite turned hi$ head, aRdy inftead 0f nsaibing at 
iright ufe of it, by behaving lumfelf with gratitude and acknow* 
Icdgement to his prince, with regard and d^ency to lus fuperiovs,* 
li(^ grew tVeacherou« to the one, and infolent to the othet. Hi 
began to forget hi& ori^nal ; cp negle£b his' old friends ; to fwtl^ 
y^nth an opinion of hi^ own fufHciency ; to talk loudly of Kt# 
fervUez and Jefertsi to fattier hisr ambition and.avarioe with uih . 
bounded profpeCls ; and, in the end, tQ> entertain tUo^hts evfeik' 
of the Sovereign l^ower : in order to aceomplifh which, he foun4 
|t neceirary to ttimove men of refolution, vvorth, and probity, 
Ifrbm the court, and fill their places with {uch as were of moi^ 
llidderate, obfequious, ^nd dudlile prindiples. 

*thA firrt attempt lie made of tliis kind was upon FrofBOti»«, 
pAe of Tlieodofius's Generals, wlio> a Utfle before,, had defeated 
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aboiy^tf BaiiMDriafis, and obtained a fignal and wonderful vi£tor^» 
lAkk' greatly ^ecilpfed the glory of Rufinus; wHch» had it 
hbOk gained by him or any of his creiUmres^ would have been 
^flingtnAed with grants and titles. But f^omotus found very * 
d^&ient effe6(s from it : he was not only denied favour at court, 
favt envied and traduced there, for having received the thanks 
and congratulations of the people on his return to Conilantinople. 
Alt this merit could not defend a brave and fuccefsful O0icer from 
tSe vile isfinuations and calumnies of z jealous Favourite. He was 
a man of a fiery enterprizing genius, forward in aflion, and 
feaflefy in danger ; fo far confcious of his own fcrvices, as to 
require juilice, and to refent injuries. Zo^imus calls him, 
^AiJ)ks isrAsTif fih ypstrlMat, &c. a man above the temptation 
of money, who ferved his country and his prince without ihean 
and fordid views* 

Tatianus and Proclus, men in great pofts and of a confidera?- ' 
ble family, were the next eye-fore to him ; their juft and im- 
partial execution of their offices' was a conflarit reflef^ion on hfs 
cvil-admini'ftration. He therefore took care to mifreprcfent them 
too i to \ht Emperor j and in a fhort time, by his falfe accufa- 
tions and other perfidious artifices, accomplifhed their ruin, to the ' ' 
geeac detriment of the public, which loft a Patriot in the one,' ^ 
gyd a General in the other. 

But his malice wa* not confined to Jingle perfons ; he knew 
h^w to. depopulate whole cities, and was the advifer of that in- 
human and barbarous ma^acre^of ThelTalonica, wherein not lefs 
than feven thoufand per^ns were facrificed ; for, to promote 
any deiign, mens lives were of little corifidcration with him. 
It was on this occafion St. Ambrofe excommunicated Theodofius, 
and made him fenfible of the ehormous crime he had committed, 
in gratifying an unchriftian revenge with the effufion of fo much 
bkxKh But Rufinus, who had been the caufe of all, was har- 
dened in impenitence, and infulted the emperor's devout con- 
trition ; which provoked St. Ambrofe to rebuke him with the. 
indignation he deferved. This excellent and truly primitive Bi- 
fhop was not afraid of exerting his autliority againft the enemies 
of Religion, though never fo great and powerful. And it is 
much to be lamented, that his glorious example fhines at fo great 
a difbmce as to have loft all influence on many of his Succcflbrs, 
who hare afted with a nearer view to tlieir temporal advantages 
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than to their J^ritt(4ii tru/lji and hare not only given up the 
ceremonies an^l difcipUne of tlie Church, but, under a more ex«- 
teniive chanty, hare proflituted her fjfential and fuf^emixUil 
rights to defignittg Atlieifttcal Statefmen ; and that too, fome- 
t^es, in oppofidon.to the pious intentions of Religious Princes. 
But, notwithftanding all their pretended meeknefs and low fub- 
^ifiions to Laymen in .authority, they have frequently betrayed 
their lore of dominion over the Clergy, and, to gratify their re- 
venge, haye not fcrupkd to ftrctch their Vifiratorial Power into • 
^ore than Pap^l Tyranny, But what is moft wonderful, and 
vosthy: our obferyation^ is, Theodofius all along retained a good 
opinion of Rufinus, and at his death appointed him Governor of 
his fo4 Areadius; which,, as it is the greatefl blemiih on his 
chara^er, fo it is a clear demon ft ration, that no prince can be - 
fecur^ froni the poifon of fuch vi})ers, wh^n once admitted into 
his bofoni : fpr 7^heo$)olius, notwitUilanding the detraSioa of the 
Pagan mHorians, who every where traJuce Chriflianity and the 
profe0ors of it, is juftly recq[ma)eiided as- a pattern of kingly' 
virtues, and in mofl things delerving the imitation of all Clmftiaa 
princes, efpecially in his gre^c regard to the honour atxd difcipUne 
of the Chiirch, 

Rufinus, after the death of Theodofius, was in reality emperor 
of the Eail, and Arcadius only nominally fo, though a priucs 
adorned with every virtue, of a foul truly royal, of an heart en- 
tirely Romaut H^ a£ted without controul, difpofe^ of all of- • 
fices, put in and turned out, pardoned and puniibed, at p.leaufujre. 
He was, in a word, pofTeired of unlimited power, and exereifed i( 
at large over the nobility and the populace, who were npw botb 
miferably degenerated from tlie virtue and glory pf their a^r 
ceflors. The dignity of the Patrician order was in a great mea- 
fure extinguiihed ; the Plebeians rights and . privileges wer« 
grofsly invaded ; the laws pf thp Twelve Tables, the Magna 
Charta of the Romans, ware no Ipnger held facred^ but openly. 
I^nd fcandalouily violated ; the con(litution, and even the Roouui ^ 
Bame itfelf, was in danger of being totally aboliibed. 

The Senaiey that is, tlie majonty of it, was become little better 
than a collections or aflembly, of Peniioners, Preferment-^iunters, 
^oy-politicians. Sham-patriots, Petty-traitors, and Court-flaves, 
like the members of the prel'ent Parliament of France, being di« 
^cfted of their original Senatorian authority^ lud loflaUifenfe

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were publicly cYpofed to falc» and ev€n t^e detfrmiiiatipiiar of 
private property were bought ami ibid. He hud. infomMrs and 
evidences in conflant pay, who wercf inilru^bd, on occafion, to 
fiuear at^ things to acciife any body $ to prove tliis man a Luna* 
tick> and that an Jdeot : by wliich means he had the lives. and 
fortunes of all the fabjc6ls of the empire at his command. In a 
wordy his whole adminlAration was one continued a£k of raping 
and plunder ; and tliough it lailed but^ a few years, he. had, by 
bis grants from Arcadius» cantributions from the Provinces, and 
ixtortions from the People, heaped together fo immeafurable a 
mafs of wealthy t^at he grew too bulky for a fubje£^i and became 
dangerous to the Crown. 

But, notwithilanding hiti immoderate love of mmt^, he had hie 
extravagances, which appeared duefiydn the magnificence of his 
buildings : for he ere&ed the mo^ f^mptuous and ilateiy fabrick 
in the whole enipire ; and fo va(l was the 9cpence of it, tliat the 
world, with fome reafon, furpc£ked he had recourfe to tlie imperial 
.cofiers, whilfl works of greater importance ilood fljU for want 
of money: Hiflorians have left us no particul:^' defcriptions of this 
houfe s only Sozomen fays in general, that it was an inunenfe 
and coflly fabrick, built , to perpetuate his name and family. 
But it happened to him, as it has iince done to Wolfey ^ and 
others in England, that what he defigned the monument of his 
greatnefs and glotry proved one oGcafion of his difgrace and niin. 

He affected nothing mpre than a pocpetual fmoothncfs and af- 
fability in his outward behaviour ^ but underneath there .lurked a 
perfecuting and revengeful foul : I may add alfo, the trial and 
impeachment of Lucianus, defcribed by Zofimuc and pdhers, 

^ Cardinal Wolfey poflefled, for fome years, all that power and gran- 
tor which could be enjoyed by the greateft favourite, and moft abfoluic 
mmifter, under an arbitrary prince. After he was created cardinal and 
WMiAituted legate (Sept. 7, 1515)) he exercifed as abfolute a power in the 
church, as he did before in the ftate. His abilities were equal to lut 
great offices ; but thefe were by no means equal to his ambition. He was 
the only man that ever had the afcendant over Henry $ but his Friendflkip 
for him did not <' exceed the love of women :** the violence of that paffion 
was not only too ftrong for the ties of fciendihip, but of every law hnman 
and divine. Had the cardinal not oppofed it, he had perhaps been Uk» 
He fell into difgrace foon after the king^s marriage with Anne Bolcyo^ 

and died, in his 60th year, Nov* i^Sf^ 1530*

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black^^as ^ny pf ,iusL cxuelties,, though it jprovod iisul to bimfelfj 
for it raifea a general . discontent and clamour tlirx}ughoiit ittc 
cmpir^y which was not, in all lus fubtlety^ ever aidhnlly to bt 
compoCed.^ The people of. Antioch, where Lur.ianus xefided^ 
liad him iii^great eHeem and veneration ; and when they found to 
what extremities RuHnus was proceeding, they committed fcveni 
outrages, demanding^ juflice, and threatening revenge. Ru6nttt 
was not a little furprized, to find his o.ld friends eke populaice 
turned upon hira ; and, afTuming a fpirit of Patriotifra, lie en- 
deavoured to appeafe their rage, by pretending, that Lucianiis 
ihould^tSe ufed with tendernefs and humanity, when attliefame time 
he was a£);ually defigning his life. Such is the moderation, fuch 
: the mercy, of ^Politicians and Statefmcn ! But Lucianus wanted 
not ah advocate in the midfl of his futferings, which, to his im- 
mortal honour, when others mcznly /brunk, dared undertake the 
cauCe of perfecuted innocence. 

The riot on one hand was condemned, as no lefs a crime than 
treafon j oh the other, it was cxcufed, as a juft remonflrauce and 
a cafe of n^cejpty : however, to pafs it over, he had now formed a 
deilgn to marry his daughter to Arcadius. But Fonune, that had 
hi^erto denied him nothing* forfook him-here ; and Stilico, by 
his agents at Conftantinople, found means of recommending an- 
other' lady, and engaged the emperor's affe^Uons befote Rufinus 
had the leiaft fufpicion of it. 

After. tnis, his power began vifibly to decline : tlie people fireely 
drrai^ed his mi/managements, expofed his corruptioas^ and called 
^loud for r^itut ion sjid jufiice. Some utterqd Bold fpeccbes in 
public aflemblies,- others wrote- in vedtives agalnft .him; and 
•ven his own (laves defended him with lefs zeal and vigour 
than ufual. 

Stilico was too wife and vigilant a Statefman, not to improie 
;liis. opportunity to the beft advantage. He was of a mare exr 
tended genius, and better ikilled in fineiles, the ih*atagem$ and 
xnyderies of a deep and intricate policy, than Rufiaus himitelf : 
he was theipan in the world moil capable of turning his own 
vveapoiis upon him, and making the means of his advancement 
the inftrumcnt of his ruin ; which he th« more cafily effe^ed 
Dy the affiflance of the Lady who by his intercft had been fo 
highly preferred, and who now reigned abfolute. in the heart of 
Arcadius. She employed her whole influence in favoui. of lum; 
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^ hiSy'dtopenlcled witircly <m the TuppretTion of ^^fixjus and lii« 
%tdSfyt ^c'toxAd expe£^ nothing 'but. revenge and j^IoQd^from a 
^il^^ccd'zttdjkppianteif%tittfmsni ijor Hhj any tKing .fefs ficonrf 
^fbmale ^difaff dinted '9Sv9i\, *^u6h enemies were not to be ^- 
|Btflftfd,:but d<^royccl. 

*3W1 this ^fWiile Rufinus 6l^f(prvVd th^jir -motions with a-IhK^ 
1»id->»attHiRil eye : he was To confcious of his ow;i guilt, ib jea- 
lous, in bis nature^.'that he appft^l^ended every 'tlung &o^ a Par]^ 
^y^ch was jiowxojning into full pawcr and atfthonty : si'Piartjff 
ihongh hitherto Tmaller in number .than his ow,ip,'5et always 
^ore considerable in pftcenj, l)qing trompoTcd^f men of th>e 
tetl ranky the. largcfl, properties, , and the grcateO: al>Uities^ 
whom no motives could . induce to acquiefce , tamely under the 
grievances and calamities of their country, who could not^witl^out 
horror reSt^ on the cojifequ^ces of an endangered C^urqlvy ^ 
iRibv'erted corifHtution, an .exhau'fled treafury, and a perp^tuai 
war; who preferved tlie principles of religion, . honqjar, .and 
loyalty, in the.wofil of time^^reven uJider his mojkjiefifi^fe 
*Mintpty. 

""But he was not more mortified wfth the apprehcn^pns .of Jus 
own- ruin, than witli the thoughts of S^ilico^s grandeur ^d ic- 
putiition ; and refolved, if poflible, not.to part from his power, 
without giving, fome.concuffion to theftate, wliidi' he ^onc^iyed 
jmroiild moft* naturally be.elFeifted by calling in ^!Foreign Powert j 
and therelbre madeafecret Ijsague.and.iWft .alliance wjth the 
tedths, 'Huns, and Alans. 3ut' his- chief dependancc was ,on 
^1aric~thc Goth, a prince and hefo of. great rcpown, wlio had 
convmariddd the*Confederate*'BaYbariani inhabiting the Banks of 
the Danube, in that memorable vi61ory obtained near the .Juljan 
^Tpa« over the ufurpers df *the' Wcflern* Empire on "the death of 
Tilentinian. It was this Alaric who afterwards diftipgulflied . 
fejcrtilitary virtues by many fucccfsful triumphs in Italy, „and 
WilomtheHiftoriaAs ha\?e tranfmitted down to pbfterity as a more 
ttlin 'fecottd Hannibal, in Cgnqueripg and demolishing 'Rome 

itfdf. 

'Matters thus fettle^^abroad, he wanted not inftruracnts enough 
'at ivomc, ready to do their part in any hardy and d'cfperatc .cn- 
ttfrptize. Of thefe Antiochus was the chi6f j one more- at)le to* 
litttoband a]Uioy,'than to dinidrand gorern; and fo nacuf ally 
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bent on (edition and mifchief, that be is called U^tn^flai tfyanpf 
** the engine of iniquity." Rufinus had for ever engaged him to 
Bis interefty by making him ProconfuU or what we now call Lord 
Lieutenant^ of Greece ; where lie ravaged and plundered all be- 
iR>re him. There were many, particularly Gerontius, whom he 
had alfo obliged, by putting under his care the Streights of Ther- 
mopykcy whichy lying on the Gulph df Ziton, gave him tlte 
command of the fea. Gerontius was a man of lefs abilities thaa 
Antiochus, but . equally zealous to promote all pernicious and 
treafonable pra£Uces. 

This attempt not only rouzed StUico's indignation, who had 
conftant inteUigence of tlie mod minute fprings and progreiles of 
its buty with good reafbn, gave great ofl^nce to thofe who had 
any regards to tlie commimfafety. And what a deplorable cir-» 
cumftance is a nation in, when its chief Minifters fly to Foreignert 
on every approach of danger ; betray their truAs, barter away 
the conilitution of their country, and, in defiance of their natural 
prince, enter into raih andxebellious treaties ! 

Here I may, without much digreflion, obferve, that, where 
Foreigners have been too freely admitted into any fettled go« 
▼emment, they have feldom failed to alter the manners and reli* 
gion of ihe people, and the nature and frame of the conftitution ; 
which is the greater argument agaiuO: general naturalizations* 
when we contider tliat the fcum and dregs, the vagabonds and 
heggars of other countries generally take the benefit of fuch 
laws. Methods that are proper to advance a (late in its begin^ 
ning and infancy are often pernicious to it in its full growtli 
and perfe£lion. Rome owed its rife to the ad mi (Hon of the 
Sabines,t and its ruin to the admiflion of the Goths. 

But Rufinus was now tranrported with the hopes he enter- 
tained of fuppl anting Stilico, and dreamed of nothing lefs tlian 
.a crown : for he was not content to oppofe him only, but, ac- 
cording to the ufual gratitude of Favourites, lie had of late en- 
deavoured to lelien Arcadius in the opinion of his people ; ro 
reprefent him as a poor weak prince, unqualiEed for the buiinefs 
of empire j and, by fcattering vaft fums of money^ had drawa 
fome brave troops and perfons of diflin^lion into his Faftion^ 
who were to join Alaric, depofe Arcadius, ai;id pr^cUim hio^ 
emperor : the confequence of which wa^ to l^^ a fl^cary go-

vtfmment," the conftant fupport of ufurparion, and one of tlie 
grcated caUmiti^s a kingdom can labour under. 

Thus the ccJndition of princes is more unhappy than thai of 
prW-afe liieri. Thi;ir hi^h ftatten femlefs tlicfii ihcapabte of re- 
ceiving the rtnirh* of frkndfKipy.or of kiW^ing the hearts dt 
tlroti tli^t proffcfs it io thtm. T\vt\t fovref of doing good afnd 
conferring benefits excites ambitioft hod envy^ where it Hiould 
produce duij and gratitude* Not ai^ We ta account for this^ 
^pon tlie vile notions Hobties> and his acjnHrers have of huniatv 
nature in general ; b«t rather to impute k to the ^mknitav itii^ 
fortune of kings in the choice of their- Favourkes, or to the cor- 
itlptions thtit are too often contfaCled in Cobrt-edttcatiOft; 

• But to return to Rufinus. After he had proj*fted this bljlck 
freafon againft the heft of madefs and moft indufgent of printed^ 
he was iinfilcuati^d into a fecurity of fuecefs ; iiifomttChy that he 
had a6lua1Ty prepared the donative^ the purple, and all fSat ^n* 
f5gns of majcft)'', for his mveftkure. 

But G^nes, a ceicbrftted general, and a friehd to SWicbf f«s- 
folved to prevent tlife ruin of his *couiitiy, by the ddftrh6l5<yn of. 
Ilntintis ; ^n^ ^- accordingly acconlpliihed h/dnthe very day 
that he had intended to detllrohe andmurdei* Arcadiiis. 
' After th^ foldifers, \vl\o were his willing exccutiotlers, had 
'killtid him, there \Vas ho vile or contemptuous- treatment wanting, 
to infult his dead bwly. His head was fixed on the point of a 
lance, and his m'ahg^ed carcaft la/ expofed in the flrects to the 
fiiry of the raultitiidc. A common foldier cut off his right- 
hand; and had fo contrived it, that, by drawing the iineWs 
which inoved the finders, he coilld make h grftfp any thirig ^ 
pleafure. With this hand he ufed to receive bribes ; he w^nt 
about begging alms, and Crying at eVeiry door, Aoti rS el'^Xis^^ 
' *< Remember a poor infatiable Wretch." The people, pl'eafed 
.with any thitig that ridiculed and expofed the memory of Ru- 
£nus, applauded the fellow for his ingenuity, and beJ[towed their 
' mock-charity upon himi 
*» Such was the end of this mighty Favourite r and it may be bf 

* inftru&ion' to others, that covctoufnefs can never Simafs riches 
' fiifEcient, nor policy form alliances ftrortg enough, to fecinrc 
' them at laft from the refentments of an injuired and oppreiled 

nation : thtty may ftt the fatal effe^s of ambitten and avarice* 
»tid the natural inilability of^neuo and JuddtH gttatxiefs: tliey 
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may leaniy that the favours of good princes are not longer to be 
relied on by their miniilcrsy than they give fati^fa^on and do 
juflice to their fubje£h. 

Afcadiusy alter he came to refle£^ fully on the iniquity of 
Rufinus's anions, cxpreffed an utter* dctcftation of his memory, 
attainted his blood, felzed his houfe, and confifcated liis ellate : 
but he permitted his Wife and Daughter, objefts below his royal 
vengeance, to ftcal into fanftuary j \vljere with difficulty they 
were preferved from the rage of the people, to whom they had 
made themfelves obnoxious and hateful, by their exceifive covct-^ 
oufnefs, pride, and infolence* 

Now Stilico dire6ted the councils of the Eaflern and Weflern 
empire witliout a rival ; and (hewed the good difpofition of his 
Miniflry, by endeavouring to compofe wars and tumults, and to : 
reflore peace and happinefs to the Romans. 

From this fingle ioftance, it would be eafy to demonftratCf 
that a Favourite Mimflry is fundamentally deftru£kive of good 
government, and equally pernicious to tlie Prince and to the 
People : to the Prince, in that it endangers his crown, divefls ^ 
him of his fovereignty, betrays- him into a ncgleft of his heft ' 
friends, 'gives a low idea of his abilities, begets a contempt of 
his perfon i and» in a word, makes him the tool Tacitus defcribes 
Claudius Caefar, Prineeps em mh judicium nw odium efiy nifi indi^ 
turn acjuJiaKf ** a prince that is neither allowed the ufe of hi9 
** reafon nor the freedom of his paiHons, but is taught eveh to. 
<< hfUi and baU ^ to tlie People, in tliat it ihuts up all accefs to 
the throne, deftcoys their fundamental rights, delivers them over 
to the tyranny of their fellow-fubje^i renders the whole ad-' ; 
miiii(bration psfftial, and confequently unjud and oppreflive* 

Conilantine the Great was fo convinced of thefe tmthSf^ and 
fo (killed in tlie policies hi government^ tliat, upon the ^rh. 
murmurt and remonftrances of the people againft his Mini(ler» 
and Favourites, for their infatiable avarice and mtifappIicatioB of 
the public money, he iffued out the following edifff which 
Bfiuroniut calls Sa^U fmt^jlima^ dignafant qu^ud ftfelum cujmf* 
fUipriudpis pr^foribus ^fyatur, turn /ape contingat banos prin^ 
eipes aulieorumy miniftrorumf et magi/ratuum perperangefih rebus 
$H9rmiter infammia ; *^ a moft rigl«eou» law, and wordiy to bo- 
** engraven on the gates of all royal palaces i for ic coo often 
^ liappensi that*thc ]^ priflceft fvlitr grtcvoufty in their cha« 
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^rafters by the mal-adminiftration of their courtiersy minifterv 
** and riwgiftratcs." 

** To all oo<r Subjedls throughout the Provi&ce9k 

" If there be any pcrfon, of what place, condition, or qualitjr 
" focver, that can truly and fully prore any of our Judges,. 
«* Generals, Favourites, or Courtiers, guilty of undue and cor- 
<* rupt praftices in the execution of their refpeftivc trufts ; let 
*• him with all freedom and fecurity approach the throng and" 
** appeal to us. We ourfelves will hear abd take care of all;^ 
'* and, if the fadts l)e proved, will do ourfelvcs juftice. Let liim 
** accufe them with all ffeedoiti and fecurity \ for, at we fai!d, if 
*< he make good his allegations, we will not fail to do ouifclveS' 
'^'jiiftice on the man that (hall be found to have impofed on us 
**^ with fpecipus but deceitful counfeh. And, for his encourage-^ 
** ment that Ihall make fuch difcovery, we will amply reward 
*^ hjm with honours and xiches. 60 may the divine' Providence 
"ever prote£l: our royal perfon, and make u» happy in the 
** flourifliing condition of the empire !* 

Here, tlie prerogative of the Prince, and the liberty of the 
Subje^V, which fome Republican fcliemes make incompatible, 
are vindicated in the fame breath ; and, no doubt, when righly 
tmderftood, thsy wirli be owned to be the beft guardian of each 
dt!her. Prerogative, if it were not bounded by Liberty, would be 
apt ^ grow into Tyranny » and Liberty, if it were not reftraincd 
by Prerc^acive, would as naturally run into. Anarchy. Intrt" 
pHus etfieurus acadatf ieterfeliat me^ ipfi audiam, omniop ex- 
preiTes a Very tender fenfe of the /alus ^^opuli, and is what a fub*. 
}Q& will only aik of his prince. Ip/e me vindicabo.de e9t qui me 
^ue ad hoc tempus Jimvlata integritaie deceperitj is tlie voice oi 
xnajefty, and what a prince ought to fay and do, in alTemoB of 
himfelf and his facred authority. 

. When this edid^ was publifked, the Romant were si no very 
free flate ; a^d yet we fee what ample .fatisfa£bou they received, 
from anabfolute and unlimited prince. Nor did he think it 
any diminution of his fovereiguty, to deliver up his chief Fa- 
vourites to the juft complaints of his people : for tliey could not» 
with all their fubtlety and influence, impefe upon him, <* that 
** an inquiry inta .puUjc .fluiAnanagemeAts was affrontive to 
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**< Majefty." On the contrary, he knew fuch cIo£trincs were ad- 
▼ajiced by thole oaly whd meant their own fccunty jnore tba^i 
Bis fervice, and who would make pnnces accountable for the 
aftions of tlieir minifters ; which is a flate of bondage incon- 
^ilent with £he principles and nature of Monarchy. 

Now,- whether this law is a pattern for fucceeding ages, lefs 
abfolute thanConftantinej whether, when their Favourites lip- 
come perfidious and infolent, when their Judges give falfe and 
illegal judgements, when their Treafurers fq^ander and fnifap- 
ply the public money, when their Viceroys plunder the Provinces 
they ihould^jroteft, when their Generals for mean and fordid ends 
protrad: bloody and expenfive wars ; 'whether, in fuch circum- 
jirances, Mercy (hould not preraJl «ver Juftice, is, with de- 
ference, fubmitted to thdfe whdfe dtity and bufmeft it is to afiift 
Princes witH their couiffels, and to redrefs National gnevanccs. 

But to difcufs the topicks above named at large wou4d require 
a volume ; and that is not intended here. Befides, they might 
*be illuilrated >vith ixamfia more atodern than this of Rufinus; 
jwhich, as they are of nearer concernment to u«, -may hereafter 
deferve our inquky and examination^.

AN ESSAY ON CIVIL GOVERNMENT^ 

Infcribed to Sir William Withers ^ 

AS to a Body Politic^ it ouglit to be governed by its charter^ 
whether It be a city or otherwife. Now, if it be a city^ 
whcrjfin there is a mayor and aldermen* a common-council and 
freeiiaen, there, I fay again, every one of them, in their refpe6liv<; 
capacities, have the, right of ele£iing of officers in tlut city; 
flnd though I know, the fuperior governors do ufurp a tyrannical 
power over tlie poor freemen, as we. do in our inferior ad-/ 
minidrations, where the inhabitants of every little village aw 
forced to fubmit to tlie abfolute government of die headborougfa, 
churchwardens, conftables^ or titliing-men, of the faid yills^s ; 
1 fpcak of my own knowledge, having had long expeiience of 
rule and dominion, as I may fo call, it, without controul : yet, 
jiotwith^landing all this, I muft beg leavf to fay, i£ it a falfe flep 
we magiflrates make, when we thus endeavour to enflave the li- 
berties of the people co^nmitted to oyr care. 

In ancient times,' the mayor, aldermen, and community, were" 
all fummoned to the elefling of fuch officers as 'were to govern 
their rcfpeftive cities j and, the community was tKe|> not fup- 
pofcd tp be rcprcfented by the common-council, but'by fomc fer 
]e£t, honefl, difcreet, and wife men, chofen by the citizens a9 
their reprefcatatives, or the whole body of the commons, for 
thcfe following reafons, which I ihall humbly offer to your 
confuleration. 

1. That the jurifdiftion of a mayor, or aldermen, fhcrifFs, 8cc, 
extends to a local juri{di£lion ; and therefore ought to be chofeiji 
by thofewho live under their power, free of their city, and none 
elfc. 

2. Becaufe freemen of the city pay fcot and lot, and are boun4 
to afi'ift tlie chief officers of the city. 

3. Becaufe queft-mcn, jury-men, conftables, and fcavengers, are 
all chofen by the community of every ward j and it is as equally 
neccffary and juft for the well-government of tlic city, that the 
iitx^iST^ officers fhould be chofen by the fame.

An4 here give me leave to cxprefs witi^ forrow, what I am furc 
is d^e wki(f edngv nay tlip report of roany^andj J fear, too true,^ 
that the cry "Of the widow and the orphans doth folicit for 
vengeance againft fomc magiflrates ; but 1 hope jx>nr Worflyj* 
and I. may with fafe copfciences waih our hands from fuch guilt 
and oppreilion : it is true, they wear chains of goU, but they aro 
^bairu as well as ^a^.;. and diougb thuir ^,n«y arc bonourable, 
they are very buttfHnfome. 

I Ihall proceed to enforce the argument for tine freemen of 
cities apd corporations; .and fliall confider, once for all, whetlier 
the companies of the fever al,mrfl:erics, sx the freemen of London, 
for example, have a right to chufa mayors, aldermen, and 
flisriffs : and I do allert this for a truth, that the freemen onlv* 
or their reprefentatives who fhall be actually fchofen to repre^fe'nt 
the freenjen (excepting tlv; lord -mayor, aldermen, and common- 
council), liave a riglvt to this ele^ion. It is plain that the very 
city and common-council in all things do acknowledge this to 
be the people's right j for, upon their elc6lion of reprefentatives 
in parliament, the commifTions they giv.<? them rurwin the name 
of the whole commonalty of tlie city: and it is generally ad- 
mitted to be the people's right, in all a(9:s of common-council, 
and other public atl.s, which run in the name of the commonalty 
of the city* They are therefore fuppofed to do thofe afts them- 
felves, or by tlieir deputies. 

But I will waive this, left your Worfhip Ihould think I wonld 
reduce all government to an uncertainty, by dillblving it into 
the firfl: principles, and fo fecm? at laft, to run upon that rock of 
confulion, which forae people would have us fplit ourfelvcs 
vpon. Now I crave leave to inform you, that the firft records 
that fliouUl make out tloe j">eoplc's right, in moft corporations of 
jEngland, are either embezzled, burnt, or loft : but, the liberties 
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of Londoa being confirmed by Magna Charta, it is plain tKat 
they not only exifted before that time, but that thofe common 
liberties were grounded upon right reafon, fo are confirmed by 
common law, and by confequence are unalterable ; and any law 
made againft thofe liberties of London, eidier by a power vtdthin 
the city or without the city, is null of itfclf. Now to make it 
appear, that it was one of the city liberties, before tlic Great 
Charter, that the freemen fhould chufe their chief officers, we 
can go no farther than their charter granted by king John, which 
is tlie firft charter the city of London hath extant : and by that 
charter it is faid to be granted to the barons of London, yearly to 
ele£^ a mayor and iheritfs. Tlie word barons doth import no 
more than the freefneno^ London ; for then the freemen of every 
fert were called haronsg though at this time it is a title of 
nobility. 

Now every body muft allow, that this very charter was not the 
original of thofe liberties of London, which are mentioned to be 
granted j but that it was only declarative, ihewing what the li- 
berties, of the city were. And here I muft infer, that this 
charter, declaring that the barons of the city, wherein every par- 
ticular citizen is included, fhould chufc the mzyoYy (heriifs, &c. f 
this, I fay, doth but declare what was the common right of all 
the citizens of London before tliis charter. Whence we may 
conclude, that, before the Great Charter, it was die right of the 
citizens of London, Hone excluded, that they ihould chufe tlie 
mayor, &c. and fuch a right as I alk leave to affirm to be unal- 
terable ; that is, juftly fo : for, being a right by the law of 
Nature, it is fuperior to all other laws ; and otlier laws are only 
ib far right as they agree with this. However, I may more 
boldly fay, that this liberty of the citizens of London, being con- 
firmed by the Great Charter, cannot be null by any aft of com* 
mon-councilj and, in my poor country opinion, I think it waa 
not'in the common-Council's power to make an aft that might 
(debar all but the liverymen of the fevcral companies to come to 
t4ie eleftion of mayor and iheriffs $ for they could not take away 
the right of the citizens declared by their charter. And in tli 
fir (I charter, and all others, it is faid to be granted to the citizens 
indefinitely to chufe of themfelvcs a mayor ; and th^ charter 
ought, to be conftrued in favour of right ; and fo it is to be taken, 
thdt it is grants d to all the citizens ; and this tb^ir right is ap- 
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j^arently the ufe of ic here mentioned. And in the 20th year of 
Edward the Third,, 134.7, there is ah aft of a common hall re- 
. corded, wherein it is faid, ** That there gathered together, on 
** Simon and Jude's day, the whole commonalty into Guildhall, 
** London j fo that the whole hall was fall with the com- 
** monalty." 

The words of the aft were thefe : " And it is agreed, that 
'* from henceforth there ihall come the mayor, the aldermen, and 
" alfo out of every ward of the city of London twelve,' eight, or 
** fix, according as the ward fhall be great or fmall, of the richeft 
'* and wifeft of every ward j and fuch numbers, with the mayor 
<^ and aldermen, ihall intermeddle and chufe a ipayor and iheriffs 
** for the year following." This is a fufficient proof, I think", 
that it is the right of the citizens to eleft ; for accordingly they 
. did meet together, the whole body of the freemen ; and, finding 
. it inconvenient, the commonalty did agree, at -a full hall, that 
fuch a felcft number fhould be chofcn by every ward, and fcBt 
to the eleftion of a mayor and Iheriffs. And h is probable this 
was not the firll time that fuch an agreement was made ; but 
that this was made after the commonalty had, upon fbme oc- 
cafion, re-alTumed the power of elefting to themfclvcs : for, ac- 
cording to this agreement, it was the praftice of the city for fome 
ages before it was put into the hands of the liverymen of eack 
company. 

It is apparent, that it was the con flant praftice for the lord 
mayor, iheriffs, aldermen, and the whole oommonalty, to eleft 
every year : fo that the Records make it plainly ap{)ear, that the 
whole commonalty was either by themfelvcs or their deputies, 
which were fclefted men of their fevcral wards, wherein is un* 
derdood the fame thing as the commonalty. And, if it wer^ 
needful to ilrengthen this, I could prove that parliament*mea 
were chofen by the lord mayor, aldermen, and the reprefcntative 
•f the whole commonalty of the city $ whidi admits that they 
were all there in their perfons, or in their deputies, to chufe 
them, and give them their commiflions ; elfe the commonalty is 
abufed, in having their names ufed in the commidions. 

Now I ihall conclude from all this evidence, that, it being 
the liberty of all the freemen of London, by themfclvcs or de- 
puties, to t:hufe the lord mayor and iheriffs ; and this being con- 
frmed P9 them by Magna Charca, as unalterable -, 1 allcrt, it was 

not 
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Boc in die power of the com moo -council jtotake away the free- 
toens right; nor to fay who fkoulil be the {peoples deputies, tl^m- 
iclv«s being deputed to another power. So that I conclude it 
Was dae ancient undoubted right of t\ic citizens of London, by 
jtheoiiielves or their deputies, to make their ele6tionof tiieir inayer 
and (HerifTs, and other cliief officers of the city ; and I conceive 
jthe light of the freemen of tlie city of London, to be the com- 
mon right of mofl corporations and ^ceeipen of tlie kingdom of 
jpin^Undc . , . ' 

But^ from thefe particular points, relating to ourfelves and 
feveral corporations, let me pafs to tlie communication of my 
chou^lits concerning the flate of the nation^ and tlie prefect 
jpoftuae of affairs in £urope. 

J cannot hut tell you, Worfliipful Sir, that /cmf ff<^h axe 
V^ifer than /ome, though I do not boafl of my own wifdom. 
Thwe is a great deal of difcretion in the choice of /fUfi, time, and 
^.Ifices fo that " one man*s meat may become another's poifon," 
Some ages ago, our ance[lors of Gotham endeavoyired << to hedge 
** in the Cuckow," with fome efFe6k ; jibout two years ago we 
jnade the 'like attempt to '' hedge in a High-fiycr $" hut our 
Managers were Owk, and he got the better of us. So^ aboyt 
fixty or feventy years iince, an honcit lad fang a fqng of *• The 
'* King ihall have his own again ;" and every body liked k; 
but a certain fellow fang the fame words the other day, and was 
carried before the juilice for it. Tins puts me in mind of a ^ ^

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-The LIFE of WiLiiiAM Earl of Fi*AKi)Eit^, 
' Son to Robert ^ Duke of Normandy. 

ROBERT duke of Normandy, In his return from ths 
Holyj^andyin the year eleven hundred, took to wife tlie 
lady Skbilla, (ifter to William earl of Flanders K She was « 
vro^.an of great virtue and vi^Ifdom, as weU as beauty ; anil 
managed affairG) both public and private, in tlie abfence of li4ir 
hnihand, with as much conduct as he ccruld have done if prefehtj 
and feme perfons went fo far as to give her the preference. But 
ihe \ived not loog in Normandy, being deceived by the envy and 
>fa6lioa of fome noblemcns ladies ^ : however, ihe had one ioo. 
itiierc, who. was named William. 

Duke Robert being defeated in the fight at Tenechebray ^, 
1 io6, and taken prifoner, and afterwards, upon his endeavouring 
to efcape> having his eyes put out, 1107, and bcin^ more clofely 
confined, could not but leave his infant fon in a clefqlate and 
miferable condition. However, the }^ung prince found fafety 
and prote^lion^a the court of France^ where, by good educatPi^p,- 
added to an ingenuous and tractable difpoiltion, he gave eytra- 
ordinary hopes tff his future virtues. It was not only an act pf 
charity and friendfliip in the French kingtobre£xI up this prince; 
but he.had hijs title to tl\e ^ukedom of Normandy at leaft, if npc 
to the crown of England, as a perpetual curb to kin^ Henry, 
whpfe power, wifdom, and riches, began to grow formidable 't<^ 
bis neighbours. 

It waa not -many years before there wate an ocaa(loh)ro majce 
life oflt "> ; for, in -the year xii6, fome difeoixls wri^ng between

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l^e two kings } ind Lewis of France, receiving many damages 
from, the fubje£^s of king Henry, called to his aiTiilance the carls 
tiE Anjou and Flanders, wh» both fwore that they womld take 
yormaady from king Henry^ and give it to William^ the Ton of 
^uke Robert, to whom of right it more juftly belonged. But 
the king of England, being a wife and fore-feeing man, had 
gathered a great force, and made (Irong coniederacies* and* 
being thus prepared, waited for his coming. King Lewis, 
with a mamepous army, accompanied with tliofe earls who bad 
threatened fuch mighty tilings, came Utto Normandy^ where he 
Scarce ilaid above a night, before, upon better confideratioBy 
fearing the coming of the king ctf England, he retired into his 
own territories*. 

Btft by this means t1>e battle between thefe two poweiful kings 
was only delayed for fome time ; and it fecmed to hav« hap* 
pencd on purpofe that prince William might arrive to fuch aa 
age as he might be able t^ vindicate his own right, and^to fuch « 
<Iegree of valour and oondu£l, tlhat he might be fit to appear at 
the head of an army*; f6r, in the year 1119, the two- kings 
came to a jHtched battle, after thk manner : The king of France 
difpofed hrs men into two armies ; the command of the 6rft ii/i 
gave to piince William ; and the fecond, in which his greateil 
fbength coniided, was led by himfelf tn peifon. On the other 
iide, king Henry made tlniee trillions ; in the firO, he placed 
the nobility of Normandy ; in the ^ond, he was himfelf with 
the troops of England } in the thir-d were his fons, with the 
main ilfength of the infantry. The lig!ht ieing begun, prince 
William charged bravely thorough tl\c Norman nobility, and 
(bon difmounted and difperfed them. Then, breaking into the 
•my €omm»ided by king Henry » he v^ith kimighty ibree dif> 
iHrdmd them $ but ttie king raillying his troops, ahd getting 
time to breathe, there began a mofl bloody battle ; and thejr 
fpears being broken, they ftnsghthand to hand with theipr cutlafles^ 
William CrKjpin earl of Ebroiceulis (Evreux), having been 
feme fmatl time before profcribed by king Henry, made up 
furioufly to him, and ftruck him twice upon the head ; but his

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]i«lmet was impenetrable : yet by the force of the blows, it wat 
fo hruifed and dented^ that the blood }irvK:d from him ill great 
quantity. This fo enraged the king, ^Uf witli one blow, he 
brought both his enen^y and hb horfe to the ground; acd the 
earl was immediately taken from before the king's feet, and 
made prifoner. Then (he foot, with tlie kingV fbns» coming up^ 
and being frefli, as not having yet engaged, bore in upon the 
enemy with their lances, and made fo heavy^ an im predion oa 
them> that they forced the French to give back, and ai^erward to 
fty with all the fpeed they could pofliblyw So the entire vi£^ory 
remained to king Henry, who ilaid in the field till the chief 
comiAanders and nobility (for king Lewis himfelf had efcaped 
by flight) were taken and preiented to tlie conc^ueror. Baldwin 
earl of Flanders was carried off mortally wounded P. King 
Henry returned to Rouen, where he was received with much de* 
votion by the clergy, and great triumph by all his other fubjc£Vs« 

The behaviour of prince William in this battle could not but 
make his merits valuable in the court of France; and many 
ye^rs did not pafs before there was an opportunity given of 
ihewing what edeera they had for him*l. Charles earl of 
Flanders, who had fucceeded Baldwin his kih?'man,was treacher- 
oufly murdered, in 1126, by feme of his nobles, as he was at hu 
devotion in a church at Bruges, and died without leaving any 
iifue. Notliing could fecm more proper, than that prince 
William, who had defert without any honour, and a foul fit for 
government though without a territory,* (hould fucceed in this 
vacancy. He had not only received much favour, and afli fiance, 
and friendfhip, from the feveral preceding earls of Flanders s 
but they had a nearer tye of blood, they being both defcended 
from one flock; that is to fay, they fprang from Baldwin, with

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tHc Beftrd^ Ctrl of Flanders ; and prince William came frntn 
his lifter queen Maud) who was his grandmother, and wife t» 
William tlw Conqueror ', For this reafon, the queen of France 
thought he migVit not be.unncceptable to the people of Flanders ; 
andy as a more particular favour to htm, married liim'to lier 
fiftet, by which (he .might the more earncftly engage- her huf- 
band king Lewis, not only in his prefent promotion,' but Uk^*- 
wife in his future aillftanee. Lewis foon complied with the re* 
qtteft of his queen, and put him in poflellion of Flanders ^ 
where the firil a£^ of his juflice. was, to infli£t fer<:re piuiiihiB«iitfr 
upon the murderers of his prcdcceflbr ». . Ki»g Henry Was keep* 
ing his Chriftmas at Windfor (Windltihortim), 1127, when 
the news was brought him, that his moft belo'red friend 
Charles was murdered, and that he was fuccccded by William^ 
who, having received fuch an incrcafe of ftrengtli, threatened not 
enly tlie recovery of Normandy, but likewife of thfe crown of 
England. . 

The kindnefs which king Lewis ihewed, and the afliftanoc 
which he gave rothc^arl of Flanders, became not only very^itfuck' 
fufpeftcd by king Henry, but made him gather a great force to- 
gether, and the next year, 1128, invade the kingdom of France,, 
upon pretence that he prote^ed his enemies. He condnued- 
cight days at Hefpard (Hefpaidum), with as muchfecurity as he 
might have done in his own country ; and till fvich time as he 
made king Lewis ppomife that he would give no fuccours to the 
earl of Flanders. King Henry, not content to deprive the earl ef 
a friend, raifcd him fikcwife up an enemy of Germany, a certain' 
duke called Theodorick; who entered Flanders in a hoilile manner,, 
and joined fever4 of the nobility, who were prepared for a revolt. 
But earl William came to jncet them with a iew troops, but welK 
dif(4pliaed. They, fqugkt. ^ftllaf^y ,4HX toh (ides ^ ^ and ffu[p.* 
cularly the earr^ foldicrs fup|>lied their want of n^ns^ber by their: 
inw^ncible valour ; whilft he hitafi^lf appeared ioi xk^ mpfl: blopdy- 
part of the battle, cutting through the thiek^ft xank&iof his enc- 
aaiefc, and firiking fuch tenror kxotliem wkhhis fword and tbe< 
fiereetiefs of yovthand vigour, diat. they west forced to betake 
ihemfelves to flight in a moft lK>nrid dilbad^ios*

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Great part of this viftory was owing to the bravery of the com- 
mander ; but lie did not long e»joy tiie fruks of his <son<|Ucfl, 
or his dukedom; for, fliortly after, as he was befieging the 
caftle of Angi, whifh belor^gcd to king Henry, and had reduced 
it to fuch extremity that it was to Ix; furrendercd the day follow- 
ing, he received a fm all wound With a lance upon his hand» 
which however proved mortal to him ^ He was buried in the 
church of St. Bertin the Ccmfeflbr, aild was f^iceeeded by Ter-' 
ikus do Attfeis, who was a rektion to the former eatls cf 
Flanders. 

Thus -died this unfortunate prince, leaving his father blhid 
and in prifon, to projlong a ihiferisiblc life for about fix years af- 
terWards. He was certainly >Vorrhy of a -better fate, acc6rdin;g^ 
io the character which our Htftorlans j^ve of him : that he 
wasra man of great probity, ftouthcfs, and bravery j and a perfort 
Whbfe mcrtiory ought to be contrnued down to all ftiture ages K

THOUGH I feldom eat out of my own lodgings, I was 
.prevailed on the other day to dine with feme friends at 
the Rummer in Q^een-ftreet. A Phyfician, who was engaged to 
be of l^e party, (laying fomewhat beyond the time, Sam Trufty 
would needs have me go with him into the kitchen, and fee how 
matters went there. I would have excufed myfelf, fearing left 
tlie heat of the place, and the fteam of the feveral dilhes, ihould 
have taken away my (lomach; but he allured me, tliat Mr. 
Brawn ^ had an art (beyond otlier Cooks) of making his cuftomers 
more hungry by the fight of his kitchen. I was indeed very 
much pleafed and furprized with the pctraordinary fplendor and 
oeeonomy I obferved there ; but, above all, with the great readi« 
nefs and dexterity of the man himfelf. His motions were quick, 
but not precipitate : he in an inflant applied himfelf from one 
flove to another witliout the leaft appearance of a hurry, and in 
the midil of fmoak and Hre preferved an incredible ferenity of 
countenance. By this time the Do&or was come, and made a 
thoufand apologies for bein^ fo late. He alTured us, by the 
£reat powers above^ that nothing ihould h^ve kept him but the

extreme danger of two or three of his patients. We «arfily bc- 
iieved him^ knowing his uncommon tendernefs for thofe under* 
his care, and at the fame time the multiplicity of his praflice, 
without the Icaft affc6lation to make a fliew qf it «. This gcntlc- 
jnan, after we had dined, was obliged to give audience to fcveral 
Apothecaries that came to him, witli diSerent cafes, from all 
parts of the town. Having fomc knowlcd^ of Phyftcjc, J toolc 
the liberty of looking over his bills as he wrote them, xirliich lie 
.^id vnth. wonderful quicknefs and feeming inadvertency, entej* 
taining us a!l the while with an incoherent but agreeable con- 
▼erfation. Notvnthftanding the great number of diftempcrs, the 
infinite variety of their fymptoms, and the ignorance of thofe who 
reprefented them, he entered into them all with an incredible pe- 
netration, and, without omitting one drug that was proper, or 
Jnfcrting one that was otherwife, difpatched ' mpre prefcriptions 
to the purpofe in three quarters of an hour^ than pn £bony h^ 
•done in twenty years of his life. 

It being now towards fix of the .clock, it wais propcfed tliat we 
ihould go and fee " Love for Love," which was to be played th^t 
^ight in Drury Lane. I cannot fay but this excellent Comedy 
was tolerably well performed j but I ihall be very cautious for the 
future how I bedow any con^mendat^ons on this or t)iat particular 
Player, fince I find by experience they have not judgement 
enough to fupport the weight of tliem : one, whom J allowed tf> 
be an admirable Buffoon, having upon tjiat ^oot fet up for a Cri- 
tick ; and another, from ^>eing encouraged by me to attempt tlie 
part of Othello, Having ever fince confidered himfclf, and very 
lately a£led, in the capacity of a Hero. I fat with great attentioji 
during the whole ente^aimnent ; and could not but obferve, dot- 
withftanding the great diverfity of chara£lers that are blended in 
it, how exactly the diftin6Uons of each \yere prefer\'ed tlifough tlie 
whole ; and that no one peribn^ from the beginning tp tlie end« 
fpoke a fentence th^ could properly have been put into tlie 
mouth of any other. 

As foon as the Play was over, I wrapped piyfelf warm in my . 
cloak, and walked direQly to my lodgings. As I wa« recollect- 
ing how I had fpent the day» it came intp my head that there was 
z very great analogy or refemblance between the necelTary quali- 
fications of a Phyfician, a Cook, and tliofe of a Dramatic Writer,

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For the ftrft of thcfc, if we confidcr him in the hurry of his bu$* 
jiefs, with his head full of meteria^medicaf hard natnes of diftem- 
pcrs, .and unfpeakahle terms of anatomy—in thcfe whimfical cir- 
cumftances, I fay, of what fatal confequeface miglit the leall ovqr- 
Cght prove ! For inftance, ihould he chance to prefcribe catetbu^ 
caiaminaris, ancT^Wf<7//ii,inftead o^ fenii^reek Jud z^A treacle of 
tmdrfmachiis^ to one in an erlfipetalom fever ; in^ad of com'

tion ruined for ever.— The province of a Cook is no lefs difficult; 
and perplexing $ heated as he is, and confounded with the mani- 
fold demands of thofe about him, he rauft be furc not to miftake 
liis ingredients, or the cxaft proportion of them. Now he 
tnuft dip in pfpper^ now" in fliced pipflnSy then in pittachesy 
'trouflest mcrellesj goofeberries; fpinage^ or barberries : one moment 
he attends on o/w, the next on oy/fers in flafado, eggs a-fa-ffugue^ 
potte-j and, in the midll of a'll thefe affairs, muft bie at leifure to 
give proper and difeft anfwcrs to fifty queftions at once. It is no 
lefs ncceifary that he fhould have a great command of the terms 
pf his art*: he'" breaks a Deer, rears a Goofe, untaches a Curlew, 
;f/ allays i, Phealant, fplays a Bream, fides § Haddock, tuiks 4 
^ Barbel, tranches a Sturgeon,' barbs a LoblTtcr," &c.-r— The Poet 
*TCiniiins to be conlidered : he indeed compofes at leifiire, and is 
lefs open to frequent interruptions than either of the former. 
But then the'taftes and conflitutions he is to confult are no lefs 
difficult, arid his work of a more refined and delicate nature. The 
infinite variety of his bvvn thoughts is to him what a crowd of 
people are to thg- others. He finds himfelf engaged, perhaps. 
With a dozen or fourteen perfons, in a great meafure the creatures 
of his own imagination, each of which he is to furnifli with what 
is cxa6i:ly proper to their character, and no more j and to condufit 
them, in the fame figure and fVation, to the end of his defign. This 
'requires a ready genius^ and a clofe attention j otherwife he will 
fall into grofs errors, and often apply his wit«and humour in th^ 
wrong place.
